HOUSER CONTRIBUTED. 


The Republican Committee Demanded 
Money and Kerens Provided 
$41,000 St. Louis Owed. 


Chauncey I. Filley may as well hang up 
his harp and loose its strings, so far as 
the Federal patronage of Missouri and the 
Southweat is concerned, if a choice bit of 
political gossip that Is going the rounds may 
be relled on. 

R. C, Kerengs has 80 arranged matters with 
Mark Hanna and his underling, the Presi- 
dent, that none but Kerens’ voice will here- 
after be potent in the distribution of posl- 
tions, 

This pull has cost Col. Kerens a nice Httle 
sum, but he no doubt regards it as money 
well invested, and perhaps it is. 

The deal grows out of and dates back to 
the events by which St. Louis secured the 
national convention a year ago. 

It will be remembered that the Repub- 
lican National Committee met in Washing- 
ton in February, 1896, to decide on the time 
and place for holding the convention. 

We all remember what a struggle there 
was between Chicago and St. Louis, and 
how the latter won by outbidding all other 
compotitors. It was an open secret that St. 
Louis only got the convention by her people 
agreeing to pay all the expenses and to 
pay also the back debts of the National 
Committee, amounting, it was said, to some- 
thing like $654,000. : 

There was a tremendous kick at this last 
exaction. The promoters of the St. Louis 
boom were quite willing to meet all other 
demands, but at that they squealed. They 
said it was too much to ask, eto., but the 
National Committee and Tom Carter, who 
was then its Chairman, were out for blood 
and coldly said they must have that amount 
in addition to other demands. If St. Louls 
would not put it up some other caty would 
—anyhow the convention would only go to 
the city which paid the committee’s debts. 
Thus forced into a corner, St. Louis shoul- 
dered the debt. It was not all paid in cash, 
nor was it then demanded. It wags enough 
for the National Committee to have a sub- 
stantal guarantee. This was furnished by 
W. H Thompson, President of the. National 
Bank Lf Commeresé; Cc. Kerens and 8. M. 
Kennard. 

The convention was held, the ex ses 
paid, and after everything wag settled there 
was $13,000 left from the St. 2uls fund to 
apply on the $4,000 obligation. During the 
campaign payment of the $41,000 still due 
was not insisted upon. The committee did 
not ne it, for money was pouring in from 
al] dir@tions, The guarantee was perfectly 
good, Mr. Hanna, who had then become 
Chairman, thought it would be 
have on call, 

About @ month ago the National Com- 
mittee began to see a possible good use 
for the money.

NEGRO LYNCHED 


N MISSISSIPPL 


SWUNG UP BY A MOB AT CRYSTAL 
SPRINGS. 


HAD MURDERED A FARMER. 


Troops Asked For, but the Lieutenant- 
Governor Was Not Reached 
in Time. 


CRYSTAL SPRINGS, Miss., June 25.—The 
negro John Moses, who murdered an old 
man named Strong near this place a few 
days ago and who has been confined in the 
local jail wi strong guard since yester- 
day, confes: o the killing this morning, 
and shortly ihe guard was overpow- 
ered by a mob of two or three hundred men, 
mostly farmers. Moses was taken from the 
jail, and with a rope around his neck was 
dragged through the streets to a tree near 
the railway and hanged. He was dead or 
nearly so when they reached the place of 
nanging. 

Two requests for.troops to protect the 
prisoner had been wired to Jackson, but 
owing to the absence of both the Governor 
and Lieutenant Governor from the capital 
the troops could not be moved until this 
morning, when it was too late. 

After hanging Moses to the tree, some of 
the mob made a move to shoot him. The 
leader declared it should not be done, as 
justice had triumphed and that was all 
they wanted. 

The mob then started on a search for a 
negro preacher who had sworn that the 
murderer had spent the day on which Strong 
was killed at his house, and he knew he 
(Moses) was not the guilty person. He 
swore to a deliberate fle and the mob caught 
him and gave him an unmerciful whipping 
for false swearing. - 

At this writing (1 p. m.) everything is 
quiet, the mob has dispersed and the farm- 
erg have all gone home. 


TROUBLE IN FLORIDA. 


Outrage by a Negro and Eace War 
Threatened. 

KEY WEST, Fla., June %.—Sylvanus 
Johnson, a negro, committed a criminal as- 
sault on Mre. Maggie Atwell .Wednesday 
night. He was immediately captured and 
placed in jail. Two attempts were made to 
lynch him but were prevented by the Sheriff. 
Meantime the negroes have gathered and 
armed themselves. The whites are also 
heavily armed and feeling is very bitter.

WASHINGTON, D. C., June %.—Gov. 
Bloxham of Florida has called upon the 
War Department for United States troops 
to aid him in yemormag order at Key West, 
which place he says is in the hands of a 
mob. No particulars are given. Secretary 
Alger is now tn consultation with the Presi- 
dent on the subject. 

The trouble is supposed here to have 
arisen from an attempt yesterday to lynch 
a negro accused of assault. During the pre- 
liminary hearing, a man named Pendleton 
arose in court and asked if they were not 
enough to lynch the prisoner. Great ex- 
citement ensued but the negro was jailed 
safely. Later in che afternon negroes at- 
tempted to mob Pendleton, but he was res- 
cu by the authorities. The local militia 
assembled at the Armory and slept on their 
arms as the attitude of the negroes caused 
apprehension of race troubles.

DIVORCE PETITION. 


HIS WIFE ISN'T PERTURBED. 


Attracted by the Fatal Shot, She Found 
the Corpse and Sent fcr 
the Police. 


Because the wife whom he had abused 
and neglected for four long years recently 
filed suit for divorce Henry Hefferkamp 
killed himself shortly before 6 o’clock Fri- 
day morning in the front bedroom of his 
home on the third floor of 1518 Cass ave- 
nua, 

When his wife ran to the room upon 
hearing the shot she found her husband 
lying on the bed, partially dressed. In his 
right temple was an ugly bullet hole. His 
right hand clutched a cheap 32-calkber re- 
volver and in his left hand was a copy of 
his wife’s petition for separation. 

Hefferkamp was a carpenter, 50 years old, 
and made good wages up to four years ago, 
when he began to drink heavily. Since thgrt 
time he was of no use to his wife and 
five children. He worked of late only at 
intervals and what money he earned was 
spent for Hquor. 

Mrs. Hefferkamp supported the family by 
taking in washing. She is a slender, frail 
little woman and looks unable to do heavy 
work. Her husband’s death conveyed to 
her no sorrow. She did not faint, nor grow 
hysterical. 

When she opened the door to the bed- 
room where Hefferkamp lay, she took in 
the situation at a glance. Closing the door 
she resumed preparations for breakfast, and 
sent one of the children out to find a police- 
man. ‘ 

It was 5:80 o'clock when Adolph Welle, 
who sleeps in the front bedroom, left the 
room to go into the dining room for his 
breakfast. Asa he went out one door Heffer- 
kamp walked in by another. He had slipped 
on his coat and trousers, and thus attired, 
lay down on the bed. He gave no word of 
warning, but must have yeep and 
coolly pulled the trigger. F'e was drinking 
Thursday night, but was not drunk when he 
slew himself. Death was instantaneous,

The fact of Elbert’s suicide was not made 
public till Friday.

The Coroner said “Certainly.” 

Friday morning the certificate came in.

TOOK POISON AND DIED. 


DOCTORS COULDN'T SAVE HER. 


Sad Tragedy on Finney Avenue, in 
Which the Number 13 Shone 
Out Conspicuously. 


Little Vitae Taylor, a sweet and win- 
some baby 13 months old, lies In a wee 
white casket at her parents’ home, 4% 
Finney avenue. 

The father, Luther 8. Taylor, is an old 
newspaper man, but at present is a sales- 
man for the James Hogan Printing Co. 
He lives at 485 Finney avenue with his 
wife and children, and. until Thursday 
night there was scarce a cloud upon their 
happiness. 

On his way home from dinner, Mr. Taylor 
stopped at a drug store and purchased @ 
box of tiny pellets, sometimes Known 4s 
“TAttle Devils.” They are used in families 
as bowel correctives, and were favorites for 
that purpose in Mr. Taylor's family, 

When the father came home the children 


had brought. The two older children took 
the box of medicine and handled it, and 
goon after Mr, Taylor sat down to dinner. 

Baby Taylor, who had just begun to tod- 
dle about, approached her father and 
showed in each little hand the top and bot- 
tom of the pill box. It was empty. Baby 
was chided for spilling the pills and a search 
wae bexun for the little pellets. The box 
had contained eighteen, but only ten could 
be found scattered on the carpet. 

Neither Mr. Taylor nor his wife thought 
Baby had swallowed any. They thought tne 
pills had been lost and gave the matter no 
further attention.

Topeka Suffers From the ‘Most De- 
structive Hail Storm Ever 
Known in Kansas, 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., June 2%.—A special 
to the Star from Rich Hill, Mo., says: A 
tornado etruck the northern portion of this 
c'ty last night. The damage will amount 
'o thousands of dollars. One set of kilns 
and one set of furnaces of the Cheroker+ 
Lanyon Smelter Co. were blown away, 
caught fire and were totally consumed. 

The blacksmith shops and other buildings 
at the plant were blown away. The Rich 
Hill Canning Factory was totally wrecked, 
The brick block of the M. 8. Cowles Mer- 
cantile Co. was unroofed and the water 
oured in, greatly damaging the = stock. 
Suckridge block, brick, was unroofed and 
buildings occupied by the Dally Review 
were badly damaged. 

The City Hall was unroofed, and the 
Wiseman brick block was unroofed and the 
front was blown in. The Klumpp block was 
blown in, and .the Amphitheater House. 
horse stalls, sheds and floral hall, together 
with agricultural halls and other buildings 
at the Fair Grounds were completely de- 
molished. The streets are blocked with 
trees, fences and outbuildings, signs and 
Plate glass, 

The Christian and =pumcpee: Churches 
were wrecked. The round-house of the 
Memphis Route ts a total wreck and freight 
cars were blown from the tracks tn the Pa- 
cifle and Memphis yards. 

No lives were lost, though Thomas Smith 
at the zinc works was struck by flying 
timbers and badly injured and several oth- 
ers were more or less seriously hurt. The 
damage to crops alone w'll reach thousands 
of dollars. he storm lasted for thirty 
minutes. The rain fell in blinding sheets, 
accompanied by hail.

ROWED IN THE RAIN. 


HARVARD IS THE FAVORITE. 


Opinions of the Three Coachers Fore- 
shadow a Record-Break- 
ing Race. ‘ 


POUGHKEEPSIE, N. Y., June 2%.—Big 
‘Varsity Day opened gray and hazy. The 
wind was dead south, with indications of 
showers. Chances were considered about 
even for each crew. For first place the 
Harvard eight was a slight favorite, and 
the Cornell men were anxious to bet that 
their crew would beat Yale. 

Coxswain Colson said the Cornell contin- 
gent were willing to bet that to win the 
race the record made by Cornell last year 
would have to be broken. Their record was 
19m. 29s. for four miles. 

Mr. Lehmann at the Harvard quarters this 
morning made almost the same kind of a 
statement, saying that he believed all three 
crews were recofd breakers. 

There was little betting aside from private 
wagers. Bokmakers offered 12 to 10 against 
Harvard but it went without takers.

WHAT THE COACHES SAY. 


Cornell and Yale Admit That Harvard 
Seems Best. 


NEW YORK, June 2.—The Journal and 
Advertiser prints statements made at 
Poughkeepsie by Coach Lehmann of the 
Harvard crew, Coach Cook of the Yale 
crew, and Dr. Walker B. Peet, the well- 
known boating expert, regarding the pros- 
pects of the three crews in to-day’s boat 
race. 

Mr. Lehmann says: “Whatever may hap- 


pen in the race, I have no complaint to 
make of the way in which the men have 
taken up new ideas and have carried them 
out in practice, or the way in which they 
have borne ghe hardships and difficulties of 
training. On the confrary, I am perfectly 
satisfied that whether Harvard wins. or 
loses, the crew has done its best from first 
to last. "We are well boated in Davy’s boat, 
which carries the men to perfection. Our 
oars, made by Donoghue, are excellent, and 
the actual pnysical conc'tion of the crew 
is in every way satisfactory. The crew 
has done very well since we came to Pough- 
keepsie, although the practice has been 
much interfered with by the rough water 
that has prevailed nearly all the time. 
Toward the end of last week the men went 
back in their work for no perceptible reason, 
but from the beginning of this week they 
have steadily improved and have done bet- 
ter work than at any previous period of 
their practice. 

Allowing for individual eccentricities 
that exist in every crew, these men aré now 
rowing what consider the English 
stroke as I have taught it myself and have 
heard it taught by others. They have not 
the weight and power of some of our record 
crews that I remember, but on the whole 
I think that striking an average they com- 
pare very favorably with ood university 
erews, whether from Oxford or Cambridge. 
This merely refers to the work done in 

ractice. Their racing ability as a com- 
nination will be tested in the race to-day. 
I am very hopeful of the result. . 

Mr. Cook says: “In the old days of New 
London. or rather under former conditions, 
I should say that Yale was a sure win- 
ner, but this year Harvard has the fastest 
crew she ever had. I think Harvard and 
Yale are evenly matched for to-day’s race— 

t least for. three miles. After that’ the 

rew at hole ie form and has the en- 
duraneé should win, 

“Mr. Lehmann and ‘I agree that both Har- 
vard and Yale will defeat Cornell, and from 
what he said to me’ I believe he thinks his 
crew has a slightly better chance of win- 
ning than my crew. 

“Mr. Lehmann has produced better form 
than Yale possesses, but I think my failure 
to get as good a steady swing is due to the 
difficulty i experienced in’ changing Yale's 
stroke this year. For my part lI am in 
doubt whether it will be Harvard or Yale. 
If the conditions are good the time made, 
1 think, will be the fastest ever rowed by 
an eight-oared crew. Our men are in splen- 
did condition and I think the same can be 
said of our opponents from Cambridge and 
Ithaca. I consider the Yale crew as fast 
as we ever produced.” 

Dr. Peet says: “On a basis of the physi- 
cal characteristics of the men who make up 
the three great ‘varsity crews of Yale, Har- 
vard and Cornell, one can reach some inter- 
esting conclusions. The Yale men are the 
tallest, with their average of a full six foot 
to a man. Harvard is but slightly inferior 
(2-10 of an inch); Cornell's 5.10% are well 
over the man you meet on the street. But 
it is another story when one considers the 
ages of the men. Whereas the Yale men 
are the best calculated to look over the 
shoulders of their fellows in a crowd, they 
are considerably younger than either of

their rivals. In fact, the composite Yale 
man will not have the first requisite of a 
voter for five-eighths of a year. Harvard's 
average man might have voted two-fifths of 
a year ago, while the shorter Cornell man 
is five-eighths of a year past his 2ist birth- 
day. 
“The question of age amounts to every- 
thing when one looks at the weight of the 
men. The Yale men are giants with their 
average of 173% pounds of avoirdupols, or 
5% pounds more per man than Harvard. 
Cornell’s mean weight is almost 10 pounds 
less than her nearest rival, Harvard, and 
almost 15 pounds less than the composite 
New Haveners. To make a short resume, 
the Yale man has the advantage in height 
and weight, but suffers much in age: Her 
men have grown fast and have not had 
the same oopersnatty to fill out. 

“John Harvard is in much better condi- 
tion than Eli Yale. He is only a wee bit 
shorter and almost as heavy, which, with 
his added age, more than counterbalances 
either former defeat. Cornell would be away 
out of it if it were not for his age. He 
weighs but 158% pounds, but at his age, 21 
years, he has attained his full growth an 
almost his whole quota of strength. 

“Finally, and this counts for much, the 
Cornell man’s form in rowing is the easi- 
est and the smoothest, John Harvard takes 
several strained positions in hig stroke 
wh'ch make an exceptional call upon his 
abdominal muscles, This would prove fatal 
to the general run of mankind. The Yale 
man occupies a position between his two 
rivals. 

“The freshman race was won by the 
heaviest, the next most powerful crew 
came in second and the lightest man last. 
Strength may tell again to-day in the 'Var- 
sity race."

The vote was 17-%, four short 
of a quorum. There was some delay in an- 
nouncing the result, owing to the anxiety to 
secure @ quorum, but Mr. Vest insisted on 
a speedy announcement, remarking that 
the suffering country could not walt while 
; Republican Senators mustered a quorum. 

When the want of a quorum was Aan- 
rounced, Mr. Vest derisively said: “And 
this, with the country just wallowing and 
dying while the bill waits.” 

“The Senator is out of order,” interposed 
Mr. Chandler, jocularly. 

“And so is the country,” added Mr. Gray 
(Delaware). 

A call of the Senate brought 62 Senators 
to the chamber and Mr. Vest’s amendment 
was then rejected, 21-28. 

The consideration of the wool schedule 
was completed at 1 o’clock. Mr. Vest offered 
a number of amendments, but was defeated 
in each instance, the schedule being adopted 
as suggested by the Finance Committee. The 
silk schedule was at once taken up. 

The silk schedule precipitated quite a live- 
ly debate, the western and coast Senators 
contending that the committee rates were 
“excessive and burdensome.”’ oper claimed 
the rates ran from 70 to 700 per cent. Messrs, 
Jones, Vest, Mantle, White, Teller and Platt 
(Conn.) took part in the debate. The latter 
held that the government figures showed 
the rates to average 75 per cent. Efforts to 
‘reduce the committee rates were rejected. 


REPUBLICAN CAUCUS. 


Decision to Stand by the Duty on 
Hides. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., June %.—The Re- 
publican Senators decided in caucus last 
night, by a vote of 22 to 11, to sustain the 
action of the Finance Committee in placing 
a duty upon hides, but did not pass upon 
the question of the amount of the duty to 
be imposed. The committee was also sus- 
tained in the rate fixed upon imported 
wrapper tobacco. The only other dis- 
puted questions considered were watches 
and watch jewels, and upon these the 
Finance Committee was reversed, the House 
rates being accepted on watches and watch 
jewels being made free. 


ANNEXATION TREATY. 


Favorable Report to Be Mace by the 
Sub-Committee.

WASHINGTON, D. C., June 2%.—The Sen- 
ate Sub-committee, which has charge of the 
investigation of the Hawaiian annexation 
treaty, may be ready to report upon the 
matter before the extra session ends. Sena- 
tors Davis, Morgan and Foraker comprise 
the sub-committee. They have been quietly 
at work ever since the treaty was sent to 
the Senate. Although they do not say how 
much den ress has been made it is quite 
probable they will report to the Senate with- 
in the next two weeks. The report wl 
favor ratifying the treaty as prepared by the 
State Department, with a few amendments. 
No action will be taken on the pofnt until 
the regular session in December, but there 
is every reason to believe that the report 
will be made, Japan’s protest will not de- 
lay or hamper the action of the sub-com- 
mittee, in fact, it is said that it will not 
be considered as having much weight. 


MASON DISGRUNTLED. 


Having Been Turned Down, He Pro- 
poses to Get Even.

The Mississippi River Commission 
Continues Its Hearing Regard- 
ing Levee Conditions. 


NEW YORK, June 2%.—The Mississippi 
River Commission resumed its session in 
this city to-day. There was not as large an 
attendance as there was yesterday. The 
first delegate to address the board was J. 
M. Whitehill of Arkansas City, Ark., repre- 
senting the Desha District. Mr. Whitehill 
merely pointed out the merit of the levee 
system, and asked for a fair apportionment 
for his district, and declared that the Gov- 
ernment. was practicing false esconomy in 
regard to the protection of the people living 
on the Mississippi banks. 

Gen. D. H. Reynolds of Chicot, Ark., de- 
nied that there was any acrimony or jeal- 
ousy between the various districts as to 
appropriations. Gen. Reynolds declared that 
most of the levees were make-shift affairs, 

Murray Smith of Vicksburg, Miss., stated 
that eighteen miles from Vicksburg, north 
towards Greenville, there was a stretch of 
riparian land unprotected by levees. When 
high water came this country was inun- 
dated, and the water backed up until it 
reached the levee locality and then swept 
behind the levee and undermined it. The 
same state of affairs existed south of Vicks- 
burg, near the mouth of the Black River. 

James Clinton of Natchez, Miss., con- 
firmed Mr. Smith’s statements. He said it 
would require $9,000 to put the unprotected 
districts in condition to defend the levees 
already built. The people of his district had 
raised $120,000 to preserve the levees, much 
of which money was wasted on account of 
the inundations of lands wjthout levees.

“LONG JACK” NEARLY KILLED. 


Visitors From the Gulf Caught in a 
Seine at Pittsburg Dyke 
and One Escapes.

“Long Jack”’ and Bill Miller, two of the 
best-known fishermen on the Upper Mixs- 
issippi, are hors du combat, if French may 
be permitted in telling a fish etorys from 
their meeting with a male and female alli- 
gator gar on the sandbar just above Pitts- 
burg Dyke, near the Illinois shore, below 
Fast St. Louis, at 4 o'clock Friday morn- 
ing. 

“Long Jack” is in his cabin in Bast St. 
Louis taking hot drame every half hour, 
fighting the chills and nursing a bruised 
back. 

Bill Miller is Mmping around the French 
Market telling his adventures and proving 
them by a bandaged thigh from which the 
skin has been torn as if by the claws of 
an African lion. 

The female gar at 11 o'clock Friday morn- 
ing was dying on the pavement at the south 
‘end of the French Market, her final heaves 


and throbs making it advieable for specta- 
tors to keep at a distance. 

The male gar when last seen was disturb- 
ing the Mississippi in an angry endeavor to 
gat back to hie old home, the gulf. 

“Long Jack’’—his other name ig not and 
need not be known, so long as he fished and 

lied the dealers around St. Lotiis—and 

er have had their seins spread juet be- 
low Pittsburg Dyke for the last three days. 
They had bad luck. Their nets took in 
nothing. It seemed as if the fish had all 
gone away. Friday morning about 3 o'clock, 
or just at daybreak, when they went to 
their nets they found that one of their 
two seins Was torn. 

“Something has been around here eat- 
ing the fish,” said ea to Miller. ‘‘That’s 
why Wwe haven't caught anything for the 
last two or three days.”’ 

Jack began to roll up the damaged netting 
to take {[t home for repairs. Miller was 
some hundred yards distant, standing in 
the water waist deep, moving the other 
sein up and down to see if it had gathered 
anything, He suddenly heard Jack's loud 
cries for ar 

He splashex - the river to where ‘‘Long 
Jack"’ was dancing around, and grabbed the 
netting without knowing what was the mat- 
ter with his partner. Jack declared he had 
captured a whale, and giving his partner in- 
atructions to held the sein a minute, waded 
ashore for their skiff. He brought the boat 
back to where Miller was struggling with 
the ropes of the sein and the two then set 
to work to capture whatever prize their 
aaa had taken. 

As the net was rolled up two gigantic alll- 
gator gars were seen entangled in the torn 
cords and fighting viciously for liberty. 
“Long Jack’’ jumped into the heavy skiff 
after making the ends of the sein fast to the 
stern and started to pull to the shore. As 
he did so the male gar freed itself, and at- 
tempted to upset the boat. Jack fell out 
within range of the gar’s tail and was 
directly knocked ten feet into deeper water. 

His back was nearly broken from the blow 
and the unconscious man sank like a chunk 
of iron. Miller left his net, and swam out 
to where he had seen his partner disappear. 
He went under the water, and by pure luck 
managed to grab Jack, who was atill uncon- 
ecious an." swim with him to the shore. 

* Miller at first thought his companion dead, 
and his idea was to go for assistance. But 
Long Jac« took a deep breath, indicating 
life, and Miller left him to come to all alone. 
Iie then started for the bundle of tangled 
rope, which the net had by this time be- 
come, and securing. it to the skiff he pulled 
ashore. There were other fishermen near 
by and they went to Miller’s assistance. The 
net was unrolled, and there on the sand 
lay the female gar, 7 feet and 11 inches lon 

from the end of her comb-like tall to the enc 
of the two wicked white teeth which stuck 
out from her mouth, 

Mrs, Gar was arignty exhausted from her 
struggle, but decidedly still in the ring. 
One of the fishermen stuck a two-inch board 
in her mouth and she bit it off like a man 
with false teeth would tackle a pie crust. 
An axe was the next weapon brought forth, 
and it took thr e full-arm blows over Mrs. 
Gars back before she lay quiet and be- 
haved herself. 

Attention was next paid to Long Jack. 
Jie was more dead than alive when his 
friends went to him. He could hardly stand 
the pain in hés back was 80 great, and his 
lungs were still fuH of water. He was sent 
to his home, while (MiNer and two of the 
fishermen arranged to tow the captive gar 
to St. Louis. 

Then it was that Miller discovered he was 
hurt. He was struck by the gar as she 
was rolled up in the seine and her tail had 
Daught him square on the right thigh. Any 
One who saw the monster after she was 
brought to the French Market will under- 
stand how her thick scales and the iron 
wicker work of her tail could raise the ekin 
from Miller's leg. The fisherman blea 
freely and the pain was most acute. The 
raw place on his leg is at least as big as 
an ordinary dinner plate. 

Miller refused to leave his captive and 
towed her, with the aid of two companions, 
to St. Louls. A wagon transported the fish 
from the landing to the store of J. W. Pet- 
ers & Co., near the market. Mr. Peters 
had her sent to the market house. where 
éhe lived until a few moments before noon.

DAYS FOR BREAKING A RULE. 


BREAD AND WATER AND NO BED. 


Grand-Jury Reports a Revolting State 
of Affairs Existing at Nic 
Karr’s Institution. 


The Grand-jury visited the Work-house 
and Female Hospital Thursday. The fol- 
lowing scathing report of the city Iinstitu- 
tion presided over by Nic C. Karr, and the 
deplorable condition of the Female Hospital 


was made: 
St. Louts, June 25, 1897. 
To the Hon. Judge Zachritz: 

We, the members of the grand jury de- 
sire to make partial report on the visit 
to the Work-house on yesterday. 

We found a woman of more than or- 
dinary intelligence (for such a place) in 
solitary confinement in a cell without 
light, ventilation, a chair to sit on, or 
bed to lle on. No convenience for the 
calls of nature, except a bucket, which 
is emptied once a day. Nothing but a 
rough board floor to sit or lie on. 

She had been confined there since last 
Monday morning for an infraction of 
the rules and as been fed only on 
bread and water. Such confinement un- 
der such circumsiances during such 
weather as we have been experiencing 
is, in my opinion, inhuman, unjusti- 
fied and uncalled for. 

Similar conditions were found in an 
adjoining dungeon, occupied by @ man 
with shackles on, except that he had 
been there only one day. 

We also wish to make partial report 
on one visit to the Female Hospital, 
where we found immediate need of 
screens for the windows and doors. 
Sick patients who are unable io Mft their 
hands to their faces are greatly an- 
noyed by files crawling on their faces, 
in their noses, eyes and ears, and pos- 
sibly carrying diseases from one patient 
to another.

THE CITY OFFICIALS. 


THE WITTENBERG LAW TEMPO- 
RARILY SUSPENDED. 


SOLOMON BOEHM OBJECTS. 


He and Leverett Bell Will Show the 
Court the Ordinance Is 
Unconstitutional. 


Solomon Boehm filed a suit in the Circuit 
Court Friday morning against The City of 
St. Louis, Henry Ziegenhein, Isaac H. Stur- 
geon, Charles Scudder and Abram 8. Mil- 
ner. 

Mr. Boehm says he sues on his own behalf 
and that of every other taxpayer in the city 
of St. Louis. 

Mr. Boehm declares he has for many 
years been a taxpayer in this city. Then he 
sets out the official positions of the various 
defendants, and says that ordinance 19007, 
lately passed by the Municipal Assembly, 
will go into effect July 29, 1897. This is the 
Uthoff-Wittenberg bill, and is reproduced in 
full in the pleadings. 

This ordinance, he says, is in conflict with 
the City Charter and is null and void. The 


petition then says: 

“That notwithstanding the invalidity of 
the ordinance the plaintiff is informed and 
believes it to be a fact that the defendants 
intend to put it into execution on and af- 
ter June 29, 1897, and that the execution of 
the ordinance will cause the expenditure of 
large sums of public. moneys, amounting to 
$100,000 or more per annum.” 

The ordinance is in conflict with the 
charter, the petition says, because under 
sec. 18, art. 3, it is provided that no Dill 
except a general appropriation bill shall 
contain more than one subject. 

Under sec, 42, art. 4, it is provided the 
Assembly shall provide by ordinance for 
the appointment of employes by mem- 
bers of the Board of Public Improvements. 

Section 3% Article 4 makes the Street Com- 
missioner responsible for all action of em- 

loyes in his department and the ordinance 
ake the appointive power from him, leav- 
ing him the responsibility. 

t is in confilct with Section 9 Article 4 
of the Charter which provides that all ap- 
olntments of the Mayor must be confirmed 
y_a majority of members of the Council. 
Finally, the petition says, the ordinance is 
illegal because it fails to repeal previous 

ordinances in conflict with it. 

The plaintiff asks for an injunction to re- 
strain the enforcement of the ordinance. 

Judge Klein, to whom the sult was as- 
signed, granted a amperaty order until 
June 30, at 10 a. m., when the defendants 
are cited to show cause why they should 
not be permanently restrained from putting 
the law into appara tion. 

Leverett Bell, attorney for Boehm, said 
it was the intention of Mr. Boehm and his 
friends to fight the suit until they succeeded 
in knocking the measure out completely. 


When the suit was mentioned to Street 
Commissioner Milner he said: “I don’t know 
a thing about that. I have just this minute 
heard it. I care nothing about it. It is of 
no concern to me.” 

Delegate Wittenberg, the alleged father of 
the bill, was caught in a corridor of the Cit 
Hall. “It won’t do ’em any good,’’ he said, 
“to go to law about it. The administration 
will fight the injunction, and the City Coun- 
sellor will fight. 

So will the Comptroller and the House of 
Delegates and the Council and all the rest. 
The people will fight it and I will 
fight it. It won’t stand an show. 
Street Commissioner Milner is behind that 
application, but it won’t do him any good. 
We will beat it.”

FREE SCHOOL BOOKS. 

The free text book question is too im- 
portant to be decided by the School Board 
without a public hearing and discussion. 
It ig a matter that vitally interests a 
large number of parents and children, 


and indirectly all citizens are interested: 


in ft, because if children are kept away 
from school through their parents being 
unable to provide them with books ex- 
cept through an investigation as to their 
means and an open confession of poverty, 
such children will grow up in ignorance 
and become a menace to the community. 

Pinching economy in regard to school 
books will defeat itself. It will be apt 
to add to the expenses of the city later 
on, by increasing the ignorant and crim- 
inal class, whose restraint {& oné of the 
heaviest items of expenditure in the city’s 
budget. Spending money judiciously for 
echool books is not extravagance; it is 
the best economy. It is less of an evil 
that 10 per cent or more of the pupils 
able to provide themselves with books 
should take advantage of free books, 
than that pupils who are unable to buy 
school books be debarred from getting 
an education, | 

If the Book Trust {s opposed to the free 
text book system, the School Board can 
rest assured that there is a good reason 
for it. The Trust will not sell as many 
books under this system, because the 
free books are used by more than one 
pupil, They go the rounds. If the free 


“system is abolished or made so difficult 


to take advantage of that parents and 
pupils will shun it, the Trust knows that 
every pupil will have to be provided with 
@ new and separate set of books. 

The public have a right to discuss and 
pass upon this question. It should not 


be settled by Star Chamber methods.

MORE HAWAIIAN BUNKO. 

A new feature in the Hawaiian game 
of bunko Is the exploitation of the Jap- 
anese note of protest against annexation. 
The Committee on Foreign Relations, we 
are told, Is so impressed with the gravity 
of the issue raised by ‘the note that it is 
compelled to observe the utmost secrecy 
concerning it, Then, by an amusing con- 
tradiction of itself, the committee is 
made to say that the Japanese note is 
more of an ultimatum than a protest: 
that it is filled with dire intimations of 
war, and that it would result tn serious 
Gomplications if made public at this time. 

What the committee hopes is that it has 
aroused the public mind by such an out- 
giving to a point where the publication 
of the Japanese note will be looked for- 
ward to as justifying an outburst of 
jingo “patriotism.’”’ Now nothing is more 
certain, in our opinion, than that the note, 
if published, would be found to be concil- 
latory in tone, setting out in diplomatic 
phrase the Japanese objection to the 
treaty and asking that Japan's treaty 
rights be considered before final action 
is taken. To assume anything else would 
be to assume Japanese ignorance of the 
most common conventionalities, 

The Hawaiian bunko men are trying 
to fire the American heart. They are 
seeking to rouse the jingoes, always ready 
to foam at foreigners. They are lying, 
selfishly and maliciously lying, to accom- 
plish their own ends,

KEEPING MONEY AT EOME., 

The Manufacturers’ Association of Bt. 
Louls calls upon our people to patronize 
home manufactures, This would no 
doubt have a good effect upon jocal tn. 
dustries, It would set many factories 
running on full time, and go far towards 
siving employment to the thousands of 
men out of work In the city and State. 

But it must not be forgotten that con- 
Sumers cannot be expected to go against 
their own interests in an attempt to sup- 
port what are called home industries. 
Bt. Louls manufacturers should strive at 
all times to make their products as good 
es, if not superior to, those of other local- 
ities, If this were done there would be 
no complaint of consumers preferring 
foreign-made goods, 

And the manufacturers must not forget 
also that in this matter of going outside

sumption they have been as great of- 
fenders as anyone in the community, 
Instead of patronizing each other's prod- 
ucts, they accept bids on Jabor and con- 
signments,of goods from “foreign” con- 
tractors and merchants, if such bids or 
consignments are offered at. a few cents 
below what home contractors and home 
manufacturers offer, And this, too, with- 
out regard to the qualty of the work or 
goods offered. The manufacturers should 
set their own house in order tn this re- 
spect, 

It would be well also for the Manu- 
facturers’ Association to bring its influ- 
ence to bear on the street car companies, 
telegraph and telephone companies, and 
the city government, to patronize home 
industries, In these, directions millions 
could be saved each year to St. Louls.

A STIRRING SPEECE. 

The Post-Dispatch was the only St. 
Louis newspaper that printed a good re- 
port of the spéech of ex-Congressman 
Fred E. White, temporary chairman of 
the Iowa Democratic State Convention, 
at its meeting at Des Moines on Wednes- 
day. The speech was a notable one, and 
contained some striking statements that 
Democrats and thoughtful men of every 
political creed would do well to ponder. 

After pointing to the dangerous eco- 
nomic conditions of the country which all 
unprejudiced.-persons know to exist, Mr. 
White uttered what ought to be a 
trumpet call against the prevaitling ap- 
athy as to those conditions, Among other 
things he said: 

The vexatious part.of the problem is that 

the multitude, who are the victims, are 
afflicted with an inexplicable indifference, 
the most remarkable part of their conduct 
being their traditional immobility, The 
cause of true reform suffers immensely be- 
cause a great many people rest secure In 
the belief that their freedom remains un- 
impaired so long as they are not actually 
sold upon the block. 
But the most striking and timely feat- 
ure of Mr. White’s speech was the em- 
phasis he- laid upon the fact that the 
problem now before ‘the nation is an 
economic one. The day of political ab- 
stractions is past, and the time has come 
for the people to demand equitable eco- 
nomic conditions, and to understand that 
they who control a country's wealth con- 
trol the country. Mr. White sald: 


comprehend that the power to fix wages 
and determine prices is the omnipotent 
power in this material world * * * and 
the carnival of the thieving and gambling 
fraternity would abruptly come to an in- 
glorious end. 

The power to fix wages and determine 
prices—that is what the Trusts and inter- 
national gold syndicate are striving for, 
and if they can obtain it over the whole 
people our republican forms of govern- 
ment will have ceased to be anything but 
empty forms, As Mr. White truly said, 
the result of the acquisition of such a 
power by one class over an entire people 
would be that “an imperialism of wealth 
will rule this country such as this world 
never saw—an imperialism without con- 
science, destitute of mercy, rioting in the 
very debasement of the common people, 
reviving the damnable doctrine of des- 
potism, enforcing the cruelties of the an- 
tient Pharaoh in compelling the people 
to make bricks without straw.”

EXPERT EVIDENCE ON “STINKS.” 

One of ‘the unsettled problems of munic- 
ipal life in St. Louis Is as to whether or 
not any “stink’’ comes from Col. Ed But- 
ler’s stink factory. Col. Butler himself 
is said to prefer the odors of his stink 
factory to attar of roses. In fact, he 
does not hesitate to say so. But the resi- 
dents in the vicinity of the stink factory 
declare that the “stink” has lowered the 
value of their property and made their 
lives unendurable, espeqlally during the 
hot weather when ts ae and doors 
must be left open, 

For the purpose of determining wheth- 
er Col. Butler wag right, or the people of 
the neighborhood,’ an appeal was made 
to the Board of Health, and In company 
with a number of other citizens whose 
smelling powers were supposed to be un- 
impaired, these gentlemen on June ll 
made what was supposed to be an “ex- 
pert” examination, They began their 
“stink” investigation by going in car- 
riages to the Cherokee Garden and forti- 
fying themselves against the “stink” by 
consuming an indefinite number of bot- 
tles of lager, dishes of lamb chops, plat- 
ters of swartzbrod, ice cream and cham- 
pagne, cigars, old rye whisky, etc., etc. 
Having thus rendered themselves incapa- 
ble of smelling a sulphur refinery, the 
party proceeded to the works and 
promptly reported “no stink.” 

In this complication the Post-Dispatch 
suggests that advantage be taken of one 
of the arrangements entered into by the 
citizens of the neighborhood,. There 
seems to have been an agreement among 
them that when the Butler factory's stink 
was visible or smellable somebody should 
fire a gun as a warning to the others, 
Let acientifiCc invention be brought 
to bear upon the problem. Some de- 
vice should be contrived which would 
work automatically. When the stink 
reaches a certain degree of inten- 
sity, it should fire a number of guns 
automatically. Then the Board of 
Health could hurry out to the factory and 
emell the “stink” while it was at its 
ripest. 

The value of this suggestion is that 
there could be no doubt whatever of the 
existence of a stink that had become 
strong enough to fire a gun. It could no 
longer be denied even by Col, Ed Jiutler 
himself.

] an aggregate mortgage indebtedness of 
$12,040,561. The corresponding total is now 
only $5,457,635. In other words, over half of 
the mortgage indebtedness has been paid off 
during a period of only seven years, more 
than half of which has been also a period 
of “hard times.”’ 

We have not at hand the figures from 
which the Evening Post draws its data, ani, 
as the names of the counties are not given, 
have no way of pursuing the subfect 
further than the Post has seemingly been 
willing to go. But our contemporary, hav- 
ing the statistics at hand, will doubtless Be 
willing to tnform its readers how much of 
the reduction in mortgages reported was 
due to payment and how much to fore- 
closures. The years since 1899 have not 
been years of plenty even for the fertile 
counties of Eastern Kansas, and those 
familiar with the State will question the 
evidences of prosperity which our neighbor 
has furnished. For the purposes of the oj 
timistic statisticlan, a mortgage which has 
been cancelled by foreclosure and the trans- 
fer of the mortgaged farm to the monev 
lender is just as good as one which the 
farmer has paid off, keepin his land. But 
there’s a heap of difference between the 
two to the farmer. 


Gov. Stephens’ Letter.

Gov. Stephens’ letter to the St. Louis 
Democracy has the ring of true Democracy 
all through it.

WHAT THE PEOPLE EXPECT OF 
THE COMMISSION. 


SUSPICIOUS OF THE TRUST. 


Review of the Legislation by Which 
the Governor Was Robbed of 
Appointing Power. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., June 2.-—Pa- 
'trons of the public schools and the people 
of Missourt! in general await with much in- 


| terest the action of the State School Book 
Commission, which is now in session here. 
| Meetings of the commission will be held 
'daily until July 12 That date has been 
/agreed upon as the tme for opening bids. 
| As soon thereafter as an agreement can be 


| reached, the contracts will be awarded, The 
| commission consists of five members, name- 
ly: Prof. John R. Kirk, State Superintend- 
' dent of Public Instruction; J. H. Seibert, 
| State Auditor; Ed C, Crow, Attorney Gen- 
| eral; Prof. W. D. Dobson, President of the 
State Normal School at Kirksville, and 
Prof. T. E. Spencer of Marshall. 

All meetings of the commission are secret. 
They are held in the Senate chamber and 
visitors are not allowed. Representatives 
of book publishers are admitted one at & 
time. 

“Why are the meetings of the commis- 
sion secret?’ the Post-Dispatch correspond- 
ent asked Prof. John R. Kirk, State Super- 
intendent of public schools, who is president 


of the commission. 
“In order that we may have better oppor- 


tunity to freely discuss the relative merits 
of the samples of text books that are of- 
fered,” was the reply. 

“Since the duties to be performed He the 
commission are of interest to the pub ig it 
seems that the people should have full 
nnowledge of the proceedings,” the corre- 
spondent suggested. 

“Yes, sir, that is a fact,” said Prof. Kirk, 
“and we have arranged so that the pubilo 
may be informed. Our Secretary, Prof. 
Spencer, appointed by the Governor 4s & 
member of the commiasion, is instructed by 
a resolution adopted by the board to give 
out information concerning the proceed 
and he will cheerfully do so.” 

Secretary Spencer. stated to a Post-Dis- 
patch correspondent that there was no dis- 

osition on the part of the commission to 

eep its action secret from the_ general 
public. He had instructions, he said, to give 
out full information of the proceedings. 


The School Book Commission was created 
by act of the last General Assembly. Con- 
trary to precedent, the personnel of the com- 
mission was fixed by the bill, with the ex- 
ception of one member, whose appointment 
was left to the Governor. That member fs 
Prof. Spencer. According to custom, the 
entire board should have been appointed by 
the chief executive. The bill creating this 
commission was enacted after a tedfous and 
somewhat bitter contest. Conference com- 
mittees were poy during — closin 
days of the legislative session, and the bi 
was finally passed by the House, only a few 
minutes before the gavel fell for final ad- 
journment. The scene attending the enact- 
ment of the bill was exciting. There was 
orrone opposition, and this was an incen- 
tive for determined action on the part of 
the advocates of the measure. he bill 
originated in the Senate. There it was 
championed by Senator John Morton of Ray 
County. He secured its passage in the Sen- 
ate, and his influence doubtless had some- 
thing to do with winning the eleventh hour 
victory in the House. House bills similar in 
general purport were introduced during the 
session, but were defeated by the Senate bill. 
The chief argument set forth by those who 
opposes the Senate bill was that it removed 
the appointive power from the Governor. 
This fact was mentioned to Gov. Stephens, 
but he declined to take part in the con- 
test. 

Some of the best men in the Legislature 
boldly objected to the bill on the theo 
that it might be a echeme of the Schoo 
Board Trust. Strong speeches were made 
on either side of the question. Efforts were 
made to amend the bill so that the Gover- 
nor would appoint three of the five com- 
missioners, his overture was rejected 
Then it was proposed that the Governor 
be allowed to appoint two members. This, 
too, was objectionable, Rather than leave 
that much appointive power to the Gov- 
ernor, some of the advocates of the bill 
declared they preferred that no law at all 
be enacted. This declaration only intensi- 
fied the woe that the bill was jooked 
upon with favor by the book trust. But it 
passed, and the Governor signed it. 


Four of the five members of the com- 
mission are mocrats, Prof, k being 
the only Republican. Thus, the Democratic 
party is responeible to the people of Mis- 
sourl for the action of the commission. 
Upon this commission rests &@ grave re- 
sponsibility. It hae the power to fix just 
rices for echool books—likewise it has 
he power to aid the trust at the ex se 
of the public. Thousands of peo in 

are anxiously watching for re- 
sults. It makes no difference to the com- 
mission what part, if any, the book trust 
had in securing the e of the bill. 
The trust cannot compel the commission 
to thrust ite books upon the people at un- 


just prices.

MAKES THE LAW 
A DEAD LETTER. 


MORE -PROSECUTIONS FOR 
WIFE ABANDONMENT. 


MURPHY WILL NOT CONVICT. 


Prosecuting Attorney Mulvihill An- 
nounces That He Is Tired of Work- 
ing Without Results. 


— 


So far as St. Louls is concerned the law 
prohibiting wife abandonment is a dead let- 
ter, Prosecuting Attorney Thomas Mulvi- 
hill has notified Assistant Prosecuting At- 
torney Johnson not to issue any warrants 
in such cages, 

Mr. Mulvihill was sore when he called on 
hig assistant Thursday afternoon. He had 
just tried one wife abandonment case in 
the QGourt of Criminal Correction before 
Judge Murphy. He failed to get a conviction 
and he nolle prossed another case of the 
same nature, 

“I see you are still issuing wife-abandon- 
ment warrants,” he gaid to Col. Johnson. 
“Now there is no use in doing this. In the 
future I will nolle pros them as fast as 
they come to court. It is absolutely im- 


possible to get a conviction, and I am tired 
of pushing such cases.” 

“But the law says a man ehal] not aban- 
don his wife and children,”’ replied Col. 
Johnson. ‘I would feel that I had not done 
my duty were I to refuse to issue a war- 
rant after I had investigated and found that 
there had been a violation. I am careful 
and never issue such a warrant unless I am 
satisfied an offense has been committed.”’ 

“I don’t care anything about that. I don’t 
want you to issue any more warrants on 
that charge, and will nolle pros them as 
fast as they come down.” 

“But, Mr. Mulvihill, the eyes of the public 
are on you the same as they are on me, 
and if the law is ignored we are likely to 
be severly criticised, and not without rea- 
son

“Well, if the people have been watching 
me on this point they have certainly very 
little room for satisfaction, I have tried 
many cases in the last seven months and 
have used every means pecs to pro- 
cure a conviction, but Judge Murphy has 
discharged every defendant. I think it im-

Contest for an Office That May Settle 
Future Relations. 


PHILADELPHIA, June 25.—Within the 
next two weeks President McKinley is ex- 
pected to appoint a Collector of the Port of 
Philadelphia, and there is red-hot interest in 


the personnel of the successful nominee 
from the fact that the appointment will 
probably determine the future attitude of 
Senator Quay toward the Administration, 
There are but two candidates—State Senator 
Wesley Thomas of this city, whose interests 
have been made a personal matter by Sen- 
ator Quay, and Judge Thomas J. Clayton of 
Chester County, who was one of the five 
McKinley delegates from Pennsylvania to 
St. Louis, and is the distinct candidate of the 
McKinleyitea. From a personal standpoint 
the contest is of national interest from the 
fact that Judge Clayton is a brother of ex- 
Senator Powell Clayton of Arkansas, Presi- 
dent McKinley’s Senge as Minister to 
Mexico, and of William Henry Harrison 
Clayton, appointed by President McKinley 
as United States Attorney for the Southern 
District of Arkansas.

{THE GRAIN PIT 


EMPTY AND SILENT. 


FOR ONE HOUR NOT A SINGLE 
TRANSACTION RECORDED. 


ON 'CHANGE TRADERS IDLE. 


In Face of Bullish Statistics, There 
Was No Demand and No 
Money Visible. 


Between 10:30 and 11:30 o’clock Friday 
morning not one trader entered the grain pit 
of the St. Loufs Merchants’ Exchange, and 
during that period not one trade was made. 

This is the only time in the recollection of 
the traders when such a condition existed, 

Business in grain had fallen flat as a 
flounder, and that, too, when every statisti- 
cal and natural fact showed it should have 


been good. 

The visible supply of wheat at noon Fri- 
day was 20,693,000 bushels, as compared with 
48,819,000 bushels last year, Exports have 
been large because England could get no 
wheat from India or the Argentine Repub- 
lic, leaving this country in almost undis- 
puted possession of the field. 

Of the visible supply in this country, near- 
ly one-half, or 9,960,000 bushels, is held at 
Minneapolis, and only 138,000 bushels in St. 
Louis. And yet at non Friday the 8t, Louis 
quotation of No. 2 red winter wheat was 
3% cents under Chicago and 4 cents under 
Minneapolis. No export demand, no milling 
demand when there is not enough wheat in 
store to run the mills a week; no money 
and no prosperity. 

‘The statistical situation,” said Capt. 
O’Shea,”’ is decidedly bullish. There ought 
to be here a rapidly rising market and a 
rush for trade. But there is no business 
whatever. ; 

“Millers, I presume, are holding off for 
the new wheat, and our elevator situation 
is very bad. I suppose the elevators know 
what they are doing, but it is very un- 
comfortable for the market to lack storage 
capacity. 

“Back of all this, however, the lack of 
demand shows an absence of money, witn- 
out which no business can be trasacted, In. 
stead of general prosperity we have gen- 
eral adversity. That is the foundation fact 
of the Exchange idleness to-day.” 

At 11:30 o'clock there were less than half 
a hundred traders at the auctions and prac- 
tically no transactions. Tom Francis 
shouted long and loud for July wheat, but 
only strained his lungs. Finally he sub. 
sided and silence reigned over the floor of 
the Exchange. 

Seth Cobh & Co.’s representative said he 
had never known until now a time when 
the grain pit was empty in trading hours. 

The traders sat outside the pit and wafted 
paper balls at each other. There were 
hardly enough chairs to accommodate a 
crowd, determined to sit down, which be. 
fore had never known the Exchange had 
chairs. 

It was a day of dead, dull and listless 
markets. 


CALLED IT PERSECUTION. 


George Woods Protested Against His 
Son’s Arrest. 


George Woods a night watchman at the 
City Hall, asserted before Judge Peabody 
in the First District Court Friday morning 
that he was being persecuted by the police, 

Patrolman Killihan arrested the watch- 
man’s son the night before because he saw 
him sitting in a doorway near the municipal 
building watching a drunken man, who wa 
asleep on the doorstep of a house nearby. 
“He San been arrested several times before 
this,’’ said the officer, ‘‘for similar offenses.” 

Judge Peabody fined the lad $19, and the 
father sprang to his feet and demanded 
to be heard. He said the lad had been sick 
and had come to the City Hall to bring him 
his supper, and the arrest was purely police 
prosecution, 

‘‘Weren't some girls arrested for bringing 
beer into the City Hall some time ago?

‘Yes, but that was persecution, too.” 

“T’ll let the fine stand,’ said the Court, 
Woods and his daughter, Mrs. Hopkins 
broke into a torrent of vituperation and had 
to be threatened with arrest before they 
could be quieted.

VARIOUS CHANGES PROPOSED. 


In Revising the Charter It Is Intended 
to Reduce the Health C.m- 
missioner’s Power. 


If the Municipal Assembly passes the 
-charter amendment ordinance as it will be 
introduced after President McMath of the 
Board of Public Improvements has finished 
revising it, and the endments are ap- 
proved by the people, e Board of Health 
will not be abolished. 

The ordinance as introduced at the last 
session provided for a Court of Public 
Health patterned after the one in New York 
City, wich a Judge, a Clerk and an addition- 
al City Attorney, to take the place of the 
Board of Health. 

It would have exclusive jurisdiction in all 
nuisance cases, violations of the health eode 
of the city, the handling of poisons and 
chemicals, the regulation of infectious and 
contagious diseases, etc. 

A code of proceedings was adopted and, 
altogether, the new arrangements had a for- 
midable look on paper. 

The amendment was embodied in the or- 
dinance at the suggestion of Health Com- 
missioner Starkloff, who aleéo made a num- 
ber of other suggestions looking to an en-

THINK ABOUT IT. 


TUDOR IRON WORKS MEN ARE 
DISSATISFIED. 


HAVE MADE NO PROPOSITION. 


Fifty Puddlers and Bushlers Quit Work 
to Get the Scale on Waste 
Adjusted. 


Fifty men employed in the bushling and 
puddling departments of the Tudor Iron 
Works, in East St. Louis laid down their 
tools and walked out Friday morning. 

They were dissatisfied with the manner 
in which the percentage for waste is re- 
duced from their tonnage, and stated that 
they would not resume labor until the scale 
was adjusted to suit them. 

As it is in these departments that the 
“first iron,’’ or pig iron, is prepared, the 
walkout will seriously affect the works as 


— as the supply of pig iron on hand gives 
out. ' 


The waste jis caused either through rust or 
the decarbonizing of iron in the furnace. 
For years the system of reduction has been 


to average the waste every few days. and 
then deduct the average which was always 
opeut 17% per cent. 

e men became dissatisfied with this, and 
asked that the crude iron be weighed daily, 
m2 hae tis ces ascertained. They 

er cent w 

reduction. , ee area & 
This was agreed to by the management, 
and a large scale built in the works. Be. 
ginning last Tuesday, the scraps were 
weighed out to the men and the returns 
from the furnace weighed at the end of the 
twenty-four hours. The waste averaged 

per cent, instead of 17%, as before. 
This made a difference of about $8 in the 
wages of the fifty men, or 16 cents each. 
e€ men were not satisfied and quit work 
Friday in order to hold a meeting and de- 
vise means to better their condition. Wora 
was sent to og, E. C., Hanpeter that 
the men would call on him at 1 o’clock in 
the afternoon to inform him of th 
sion reached. 
A reporter for the Post-Dispatch talkea 
with a number of the men Friday morning 
and all of them admitted that they did nor 
know exactly what to do. 

“We have not yet arrived at any conclu- 
sion,’’ said John Wilson, one of the ‘‘bush- 
lers.”” We asked for the change in the 
measurement of waste, and got the worst of 
it. The trouble Hes in the fact that some 
of the furnaces have. so much waste that 
they bring the average down. I guess we 
will ask that the material for each fur- 
nace be’ weighed separately, and then the 
furnace crew can make more if they are 

reached 


careful.”’ 

This conclusion was robab!l 

through fifteen men in the “Rudaling” de- 
partment who had so little waste Thursday 
that their wages averaged 65 cents above the 
wages of the thirty-five men in the ‘“‘bush- 
ling’ denvartment. 
anager Hanpeter did not seem to be 
worried. 
‘There is no cause for alarm and no 
strike,’’ said he. ‘‘The men are dissatisfied 
and will be around later to tell the reason. 
I know the cause lies in the change in the 
system of deducting the percentage for 
waste, but they have not made any proposi- 
tion to me and I don’t know what they 
want. 

“IT am not at all sorry that the men have 
quit. We have a large supply of first iron 
on hand and as the waste is always greater 
and the work not so well donein hot weath- 
er as in cold we are willing that the men 
should ye though we would not have laid 
them off.’’ 

Mr. Hanpeter said there was no danger of 
the strike becoming general {n the works, 
as only the departments mentioned were 
affected. 

In 18% there was trouble in the works by 
which only two men were affected and 
800 walked out,

TOOK LAUDANUM AND DIED. 


Conductor McClurg of the Lindell Road 
Was a Jilted Lover. 


Charles L. McClurg, for three years a con- 
ductor on the Lindell Railway, and re- 
garded by the company as one of its best 
men, committed suicide Thursday afternoon 
at the Vendome Hotel, Thirteenth and Pine 
streets, by taking laidanum. 

McClurg was 35 years old and lived with 
his sister, Miss Ida Kyle, at 78% Bayard ave- 


nue. At his sister’s home no reagon could 
be given for McClurg’s self-murder, He reg- 
istered at the Vendome at 5 o’clock Thurs- 
Soy morning. At 4 o’clock in the afternoon 
aid was summoned to his room. He was 
dying and asked for his sister. He was dead 
when she arrived. In the room were found 
three notes addressed to Miss Lena Rogan, 
1028 Hickory street. From the contents in 
the note it would seem that McClurg was in 
love with Miss Rogan, but had been re- 
jected. A portion of one note read: 

“I may be wrong, but nevertheless I claim 
you had a big hand in that game that was 
played last night, which is the cause of 
sending a young life to a suicide’s grave. So 
I tell you that you have my entire. forgive- 
ness and love to the last.” 

The family living at 1028 Hickory street 
claims not to know Mise Rogan and to know 
nothing of her whereabouts. 

The woman in the case, Mrs. Leona Ro- 
gan completes the story partially told in 
the letters left by McClurg. To a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter she said; 

I expected this, from a remark Charles 
mada Wednesday night. He wished me to 
go to New York with him and obtain a di- 
vorce from my husband, who travels for 
the Armour Packing Co. I told him that I 
loved him, but that I could not leave the 
city. He was very much depressed, and 
when leaving me said: 

‘If you hear of my death to-morrow you 
can know you are the sole cause of it.’ 

I called him back and tried to dissuade 
him, and hoped I had done so. He was jeal- 
ous of another mah whom he thought I 
cared for, and that, together with the ” 
possibilit of our marriage, undoub 
caused his death. I was with him Wednes- 
day night from 8:30 until after midnight, 
and during the evening we quarrel 
count of my refusal to do ae he 
have known Charles seven months, 
family knew that we were sweeth 
threatened to kill himself once before, but 
talked him out of it.”

Mark Twain Sends Back t the Herald 
the Fund Raised. 


PARIS, June %.—The Paris edition of the 
Herald publishes the following from Mark 
Twain:: 

To the Editor of the Herald: 

I made no revelation to my family of your 
generous undertaking in my behalf and for 
my relHef from debt, and dm that I was 
wrong. " 

Now that they know all about the matter 
they contend I have no right to allow my 
friends to help me while my health is good 
and my ability to work remains, that it is 
not fair to my friends and not justifiable 
and that ét will be time enough to accept 
help when ft shall be proven that I am no 
longer able to work. 

I am persuaded that they are right. While 
they are grateful for what you have done 
and for the kindly instinct which prompted 
you, {t is urgent that the contribution be 
returned to the givers, with their thanks 
and mine. I yield to their desire and for- 
ward your check and my indorsement of 
it to you. 

I was glad when you Initiated that move- 
ment, for I was tired of the fact and worry 
of debt, but I recognize that it is not per- 
missible for a man whose case is not hope- 
less to shift his burdens to other men’s 
shoulders,

Charles M. Sharpe, until recently @ clerk 
in the local°offices of the M., K. & T. 
Railway, has gone West to claim the for- 
tune that awaits him, and his son, Charles 
I. N. Sharpe, will resign his position in the 
Auditor’s office of the Missouri Pacific to- 
morrow and leave St. Louis to join his 
father Thursday. 

The etory of the Sharpes lucky stroke 
of fortune was the main topic of discus- 

ion in local railway offices yesterday, 
Father and son are well known in railroad 
circles, 

Few of their fellow amnglores knew that 
they had interests in the West. They them- 
eelves seldom thought and never spoke of 
their investment until the news came that 
a vein of gold had been struck on the 
Sharpes claim, 

The claim comprises seven mines thirty 
miles southwest of Leadville, Colo. 

The stories told of the aang value of the 
claims are confilcting. hose who claim to 
have received information from the senior 
Sharpe say that he and his son will soon 
be in a position to emulate Jim Berry, the 
Lebanon millionaire, Charles I. N. Sharpe, 
the son, modestly says that he really can't 
gay how much money he is worth. 

If as stated yesterday the claim proves to 
be worth millions the story of the sudden 
rise of the house of Sharpe from drudgery 
to wealth will pass into history. 

In the fall of 1877 Charles M. Sharpe was 
e railroad clerk at Sedalia. One day there 
fell into his hands a prospectus of a mining 
agency advertising certain unworked claims 
near Leadville. 

Out of curiosity Mr. Sha 
with the agency and learn 
were for sale at $10 each. 

He bought seven of the mines paying $70 
in cash for the lot. 

For years he plodded on and ve little 
thought to the purchase. Several times he 
tried to sell the claims but was unable to 
find a buver. 

Five years ago a mining operator of- 
fered to work the claim for a one-third 
interest in it. Mr. Sharpe had never seen 
the man but he closed the deal. 

From time to time reports of emall find- 
ings of lead ore reached him. He expended 
his meager profits in pushing the work on 
the claims. 

A year ago he deeded two of the mines to 
his son, Charles, I. N. Sharpe, on his com- 
ing of age. The young man, like his father, 
has been devoting his savings to working his 
easy acquired mines. 

The firet ‘ntimation the Sharpes had of 
their good fortue was conveyed to them in 
a telegram from the operator, saying that 
gold had been struck. 

Mr. Sharpe went west at once. 

The Sharpes reside in a modest flat at 
BS214A St. Vincent avenue.

Emperor William’s Significant Remark 
Concerning the United States and 
the Monroe Doctrine. 


LONDON, June %.—The Britons’ colossal 
pageant, one of the greatest the world has 
ever seen, has been completed without a 
contretemps to mar its success. This has 
been an anxious week for those in author- 
ity; byt the whole scheme for the celebra- 
tion of the Queen's jubilee was largely 
planned, carefully carried out and has been 
a triumph for the management and an ob- 
ject lesson in unity for the hosts of guests. 
The latter has seen in the gathering repre- 
sentative contingents from all parts of the 
empire, who gave a meaning and a purpose 
to the procession, generally lacking in sim- 
llar displays. It is an open secret that the 
Prince of Wales was among the hardest 
workers: Not a single step of importance 
was taken without his approval and much 
of the praiseworthy work done is directly 
due to his initiative. 

A notable exception to this state of af- 
fairs was the religious service outside of 
St. Paul’s Cathedral, which was _ the 
Queen’s idea. en it was suggested it 
filled the officlals with dismay and disas- 
ter was feared as a result of the rush of 
sightseers into that narrow neck part of 
London, but courage and resource accom- 
plished the Queen’s wishes and the task 
of managing the hosts, numbering a couple 
of million people, within that exceedingly 
limited space and amid ecenes of extraor- 
dinary excitement was carried out in a 
marvelous manner, thanks to the skill of 
the police and their strategy in preventing 
the possibility of rushes and also thanks 
to the admirable demeanor of the crowds. 
The foreign representatives were greatly 
impzsessed with the way everything was 
carried out. 

Unqualified and generous approval of the 
festivities has been bestowed by the press 
and people of all nations and communities. 
The evident disposition of the whole world 
to show in the jubilee and. extend it has 
caused the liveliest gatisfaction and added 
to the general rejoicing. The naval review

Board of Health After the Men Who 
Sell Decayed Vegetables. 


The Board of Health will be asked to 
take vigorous action against itinerant huck- 
sters, who peddle vegetables and fruits in 
the residence sections of the city. Several 


cases have been recently reported where se- 
che ae illness has followed the eating of un- 
wholsome vegetables bought from these 
wandering peddlers, who have no perma- 
nent route, and rarely appear in the same 
neighborhood twice in the same wéek. 

- latest case to be reported is that of 
the family of George Sedlitz of 2010 Shen- 
andoah avenue. edlitz'’s wife purchased 
some string beans from an unknown ped- 
dier. They appeared to be all right, and 
she preparea them for the family dinner. 
She, her husband and their 14-year-old boy, 
George, partook of the vegetables. 

Within a half ‘hour they were seized with 
terrible griping pains. They applied ordi- 
nary household remedies, but instead of giv- 
ing relief, the agony increased. At last 
Dr. L. A. Boise of 263 Park avenue was 
called in, and he immediately pronounced 
the cases serious. Extreme measures were 
taken to relieve the stomachs of the suf- 
ferers of the poison, and after a hard night's 
work the physician succeeded in bringing 
Sedlitz and the son around. Mrs. Sedlitz, 
however, is still very ill. ; 

The Sedlitz case is only one of many in- 
stances that are reported to the police con- 
tinually. The itinerant peddler is generally 
thoroughly irresponsible. He buys in the 
cheapest market, and being unknown to 
his patrons, he has no hesitancy in palming 
off inferior stuff on the housew!ves. 

Ptomaine pooning from decayed or other- 
wise unfit vegetables is one of the most 
serious problems physicians have to deal 
with, Its action Is generally rapid, and un- 
less strong antidotes are promptly admin- 
istered, it is apt to prove fatal. e physi- 
cians are interested in the matter and will 
ask the Health Board to take such action as 
will frighten the hucksters into stopping 
the practice.

SIONERS TO MEET. 


AN IMPORTANT CONFERENCE. 


The Two States Endeavoring to Secure 
Uniformity of Inspection 
and Quality. 


The Rallroad Commissioners of two great 
States—Missour( and Tilinois—will have their 
inning in St. Louis to-morrow. A joint con- 
ference of the two commissons will be held 
at the Planters’. The Illinois Commissioners 
come in response to an invitation from their 
Missouri brethren. 

The object of the conference is to bring 
about a uniform system of grading wheat, 
corn, oats and other grain. 

In addition to being Railroad Commission- 
ers, the officers bearing that title are Ware- 
house Commissioners also, both in Illinois 
and Missouri, and in that capacity have to 
do with the inspection of grain. To the Illi- 
nois Commissioners this inspection is some- 
thing new. The grain inspection at East St. 
Louis has hitherto been under Board of 
Trade control. The last Illinois Legislature 
passed a bill delegating that authority to the 
Railroad Commissioners. The new law had 
an emergency clause attached and will be ef- 
fective on and after July 1 

The commissioners will meet here and re- 
main in session at least two days, and prob- 
ably three. The grain grade question will 
be discussed in all its phases. People who 
are not familiar with the ane business 
have but little conception of the immens- 
ity, of the work involved in grading. For 
instance, in No. 2 wheat, the ordinary lay- 
man would presume that No. 2 in Missouri 
would undoustesty be No. 2 in Illinois. But 
No. 2 wheat is just what the inspector makes 
it. The purpose of the two commissioners 
is to reach an agreement as to what re- 
quirements must be met in order that cer- 
tain kinds of grain shall have a certain 
classification or grade. 

A Post-Dispatch reporter talked last night 
with Timothy J. Hennessey of the Missouri 
commission. ‘ 

“In my judgment,” he geaid, “there is 
urgent necessity for uniformity of grades. 
I believe such adjustment will prove bene- 
ficial to both the States involved. Now, for 
instance, they have certain grade. require- 
ments over at East St. Louis, and the grain 
is passed accordingly. Here in St. uls 
another grade test isin use. You can read- 
ily see the inconvenience of such arrange- 
ments. I believe if we can make a uniform 
adjustment it. will result in a large Increase 
of grain eE and thereby materially 
advance 8t. uis as a grain market.” 

Commisisoner Hennessey — President 
Langenberg and other members of the 
Merchants’ Exchange wil] be called Into the 
conference. It is intended the discussion 
shall be thorough. 

“While we are at it we want to doa good 
job,” said Commissioner Hennessey, “and 
we will be In no spo | about rushing mat- 
ters through. Judge Cicero Lindley, chair- 
man of the Illinois commission, was in St. 
Louls this afternoon. I talked with him 
about the work before us and he a es 
that good results would be obtained by a 
uniform system of grading. If we cannot 
get an absolute uniform system we will 
come as near to it as possible.”’

ATLANTA, Ga, June 2%.—The Georgia 
Populists have in view a programme of 
Btate and municipal socialism, which, if 
successful, will carry into effect the prin- 
ciples of their platform without waiting on 
the slow movement of national politics.

THE PALISADES. 


The Project of Saving Them Involved 
in Difficulties and Causing 
Sharp Criticism. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, June 2%4.—Former Senator 
Winton of Hackensack, N. J., a member of 
the commission appointed by Gov. Werts to 
consider the question of saving the Pall- 
sades, published this in his report:

York and New Jersey to acquire the strip 
of land between high-water mark and the 
foot of the Palisades and build a driveway 
thereon. Ten miles of the Palisades are in 
New Jersey and one mile in New York, and 
if the latter was only willing to contribute 
towards this scheme in proportion to the 
extent of its territory, the burden would be 
v y light in comparison with that which 
hew Jersey would have to bear. he com- 
mittee had an estimate made at one time of 
what this driveway would cost, and the fig- 
ures ran up into a million dollars. 

New Jersey will not further contribute 
toward this project. 
miles of its ‘water front, which has not 
been sold, to the project of creating a na- 
tional park out of the Palisades, and If Mr. 
Reed had not been Speaker of the House of 
Representatives last year, the measure 
would have been reported by the committee 
and passed. 

This State cannot be expected to make a 
gift of several hundred thousand dollars to 
préserve the Palisades, while New York de. 
clines on the ground that the Palisades are 
outside of its boundaries. 

While the commiasion were working to 
have the Palisades created into a national 
park Mr. Albert and others were pestering 
the Military Committee of the House of 
Representatives with arguments against the 
enactment of any law which would carry 
out the provisions of the legislation enacted 
by the States of New York and New Jersey. 


QUEER MUSEUM LOST. 


Fantastic and Horrible Collection of 
Hybrids Destroyed by 
Fire. 


Special to the Fost-Dispatch. 

SIOUX CITY, Io., June 26.—Of all queer 
collections of animal life none more unique 
was ever gathered than that known as the 
“Talbot Museum,’’ recently destroyed by 
the burning of the library of the State Uni- 
versity at Iowa City, Io. It will be prac- 
tically impossible to reproduce it and no 
amount of insurance could possibly make 
good the loss occasioned by its destruc- 
tion. 

Db. H. Talbot of this city, the naturall!st 
who made the collection, was an enthu- 
siast on the subject of hybridization. He 
has long maintained that the animal life 
of what he terms the “mid-continental belt 


of North Amerioca,”’ or that area bounded 
on the west by the Rocky Mountains on 
the east by the Alleghanies, on the nortn 
by the Arotic Circle and on the south by 
the Gulf of ‘Mexico, might be Patong / im- 
proved by judicious cross-breeding of the 
species peculiar to the extreme Atlantis 
and Pacific slopes, respectively. His fe- 
low townsmen, with few exceptions, re- 
garded him as a visionary, but a number 
of the world’s leading naturalists—amon 
them such men as Agassiz, Darwin an 
Wallace—at various times bore testimony 
to the value to science of much of hig work. 
In furtherance of his project for cross- 
breeding nearly every species known on 
the North American continent he estab- 
lished an experimental farm a few miles 
north of Bloux City and stocked it with 
every variety of beast, bird or reptile to be 
had for love or money. The time oocupied 
by his own expeditions in search of speci- 
mens covered many years. The expedi- 
tions extended all over British America, 
the United States and far into Mexico, His 
farm was a veritable menagerie. Minute 
records were kept of his experiments and 
s ecimens preserved of the various remark- 
able hybrids produced. Some of them were 
of much value—others inexpressibly horri- 


le. 

One in which he took the greatest pride 
Wasa cross between the bison and domestic 
cow. Another “vas a curious combination 
of the buffalo and the gebu, or sacred cow 
of India. Incidental to other work 
stuffed and mounted specimens were gath- 
ered by the investigator of the skins of 
nearly overy living creature in the temper- 
ate zone. even years ago the museum in- 
cluded over 20,000 specimens, together with 
a library of 4,500 volumes on the various 
subjects in which he was interested. It 
may be imagined that the works collected 
by a naturalist engaged in so peculiar a line 
of work were of no ordinary character. Men 
well qualified to judge prymeunoed the col- 
lection the most remarkable, fantastic and 
in its own peculiar way one of the most val- 
uable ever brought together. 

In 1 the owner met with financial re 
verses which threatened him with total ruin. 
Lest his creditors levy on and scatter is 
museum he deeded it to the Btate. Its value 
was In the neighborhood of $530,000 and the 
trustees of the State library gladly acoepted 
the offer. Proceedings were commenced by

LONDON, June %.—Lewis Stuyvesant 
Chanler of New York is the latest and 
most noteworthy accession to John Red- 
mond’s political following. It is said that 
Mr. Chanler is ambitious for a seat in the 
British Parliament, and will shortly be- 
come a naturalized subject of Her Britannic 
Majesty, which is an essential condition 
precedent to entering the House of Com- 
mons, 

At present he is the mysterious man of 
the Irish political situation. Every one is 
asking, as in the case of the fly in the 
amber, how he got there. He came over 
from America on the same steamer as John 
Redmond did early this year, and he has 
been the constant companion of the leader 
of the Parnell party since then. When- 
ever an Irish debate is on in the House of 
Commons, in which Mr. Redmond figures, 
Mr, Chanler is almost an unfailing occu- 
pant of the distinguished strangers’ gal- 
lery. He has become a member of the or- 
ganizing committee of the new Independent 
League in Dublin, which Mr. Redmond has 
been trying to establish in Ireland since 
Timothy Harrington's defection. 

More significant still, Mr. Chanler has 
become a member of the Board of Dtrec- 
tors of Mr. Redmond’s Dublin Daily Inde- 
pendent newspaper. Until Mr. Chanler’s 
accession to the directorate there were omli- 
nous rumors that the Redmond party was 
in dire financial agtraits. Since then un- 
doubtedly got an accession to its funds, 
and naturally Mr. Chanler is believed to be 
the succoring angel. He ig filling at pres- 
ent a large space in Irish political affairs, 
the ourlosity concerning. this mysterious 
connection with the Redmond party being 
widespread. It is even rumored to-day In 
Irish political circles that Mr, Chanler may 
be Mr. Redmond’s candidate for the va- 
cancy which has just occurred in the par- 
liamentary representation of South tos- 
common caused by the death of Luke Hay- 
den, who had been @ member since Par- 
nell's time, 


The difficulty about Mr. Canler’s Amert- 
can citizenship is not an insuperable ob- 
stacle as two months ago a ministerial 
candidate of a Fenian family, was only nat- 
uralized the day before his nomination for 
ea Parliamentary vacancy, The 
ites stand so well with the present 
jonist Government that the Home Secre.- 
tary would make no difficulty about grant- 
ing naturalization paper to Mr. Chanler im- 
mediately if they were demanded. But Mr. 
Chanler may not be ready to take the 
plunge so hurriedly on account of his ex- 
tensive interests in the United States. 

Mr. Chanler’s mother was an Astor. His 
brother was the first husband of Amelia 
Rives, ‘who wrote “The Quick and the 
Dead,” and is now a Russian Princess. 
Lewis Stuyvesant Chanler is a lawyer. He 
owns property worth about $709,000, and will 
come into a million more when he is 
years old, and spent four years defending 
criminals in the courts of New York, with- 
out fee or reward. He has condemned the 
courts as barren of justice and never com- 
plained of the ingratitude of his clients. 

The Parliamentary vacancy in South Ros- 
common is exciting deep interest among 
Irish politicians. Mr. Hayden was a sup-

The party will consist of Mr. and 
Mrs. Hildebrand and Mr. and Mrs. Hell- 
mich on their tandems, Mr. W. G. Sim- 
mons, Tom Dempéey, Al Rehbein and 
Prentiss Soudder. The objective point of 
the journey is Morse’s Mill. The ladies will 
leave Friday evening and ride to Fenton, 
where they will spend the night, and Sat- 
urday they will ride to the mill.

The scenery along the route 
is picturesque, and the roads for bicyclists 
are both good and bad. The country is wild, 
gna the old mill is an ideal spot for fishing. 

he riding of bicycles, especially of tan- 
dems, is something extremely new to the 
mnabitents of the small villages along the 


ay. 

“iret we g0 to Fenton, eighteen miles 
out, and then cross the Meramec River into 
Je erson County. It is all up-hill work 
from Fenton to High Bridge, but the as- 
cent on the seven miles is so gradua! that 
an expert wheelman never notices it. From 
High nett to Hauser Springs we go down 
Entire Hill, just one mile long. Hauser 
Springs is just a little over halt Way to 
Morse’s Mill. After arriving at Hauser 
Springs we take the right hand road, which 
is about the best course we will have to 
cover during the ride. The road is in per- 
fect condition, and the scenery along the 
way is inspiring. We cross Big River sev- 
eral times from there on over the pictur- 
esque red covered bridges. Byrnsville is the 
next village, almost ten miles from the last 
Stopping place. Here is a beautiful little 
waterfall. Local is just a mile or so beyond, 
and we again come to the Gravois road, 
but are none the gainer for it is a. continual 
eP-ene-down hill for the remainder of the 
distance, about eight miles through the 
sand and the bowlders. 

“This road seems all the more rough bhe- 
cause of the level road around Byrnsville. 
Cedarville is only a short distance beyond 
Local, where the roads cross, and from 
there on the road gets worse and wore. 
It is extremely rough and rugged and an 
ordinary rider can hardly stay in his 
saddle for the next half dozen miles and 
until the end of the journey is reached. 

‘The trip back again is no less interest- 
ing. We think with horror of those long 
hills down which we so much enjoyed coast- 
ing and delight to come to the places so 
laboriously worked over on our way down,”

ELABORATE PREPARATIONS FOR 
ENTERTAINING VISITORS. 


CENTURY RUN A _ NOVELTY, 


Railroad and Hotel Accommedations 
Have Never Been Excelled for 
a State Gathering. 


Maryville will be the wheelman’s Mecca 
from July 2 to July 4. The attractions of- 
fered at the State meet will draw the 
largest crowd of wheelmen ever asembled 
in that part of the State. The various 
committees having the big event in charge 
have been at work for months arranging 
& programme, the like of which was never 
surpassed in the history of the sport in 
Missouri. 

As the dates approach local interest in 
the event is steadily inereasing. Ten events 
will be contested on the race track’ on the 
afternoon of July 3 and the prize list aggre- 
gates $800 in value. “The appearance of 
many of the fast men of this State and of 
Iowa and Kansas and Nebraska ts assured 
and, as the track is pronounced t® be very 
fast, some new State records are looked for, 

The meet will occupy two days, into 
which will be crowded as much amusement 
and entertainment as possible. There will 
be racing between the State’s fastest men, 


rung and excursions galore, as well ag 
smokers. Hotel accommodations are spe- 
cially provided for the expected throngs, 
and wheelmen can secure special rates at 
$1.50 per day. 

Fully fifty St. Louis wheelmen have an- 
nounced their intention of attending, but 
the officers are in hopes of raising this fig- 
ure to seventy or more. Samples of the 
official meet souvenir will be on exhibition 
at the cycle agencies this week and they 
are the handsomest yet issued for a State 
meet. Secretary Rosen of the L. A. W. 
Consulate has mailed special invitations to 
all the club captains, urging them to at- 
tend with large delegations and replies 
should promptly be sent to him at 220 
South Broadway, 60 that the needed ar- 
rangements for transportation can be made 
in ample time. 

The transportation arrangements are now 
complete, and the party will leave on the 
8:20 p. m. Wabash train on July 1 and 2, ar- 
riving at Maryville at 7 a. m. on the fol- 
lowing day. Special cars will be provided, 
which will be held at Maryville until the 
conclusion of the meet, and will arrive back 
in St. Louis at 7 a. m. July 4 or 6. All ar- 
rangements have been made to make the 
trip enjoyable. A special baggage car will 
be provided for the carriage of wheels if 
the number justifies. 

When the Maryville Club extended the In- 
vitation to the division, it had carefully

PURSUING RACE A FEATURE. 


Many New Ideas to Be Sprung for the 
Convenience and Enjoyment 


of the Spectators.. 


Amateur racing men all over the West 
are watching with eager eyes for the “Gold 
Brick” meet of the St. Louis Cycle Racing 
Association, which is slated for the De 
Hodiamont track on July 5. The association 
made a happy selection in its choice ofa 
name for the meet when it called it the 


“Gold Brick” meet. The phrase has caught 
on in great shape and Secretary Laing is 
daily inundated with requests for entry 
blanks from amateurs all over Missouri, 


Illinols and Iowa. 
The Louisville “pures’ are also taken 


with the idea of winning gold trophies and 
they will have a representative or two at 


the meet. 
All the St. Louls men will be there at 


their best. So far some of the locals have 
not ridden in their best form. This is true 
of nearly every man riding in the “pure” 
class in St. Louis eave Charley MoOarthy 
and Dan Dougherty. Maule, Costello, 
White, Hattersley, Alex Laing, Joe Howard, 
Buder and others have not yet reached 
their best notch. They will all be in the 
best of form for the “Gokid Brick” meet and 
the competition between them for first hon- 


ors will be sharp. 

The gild-edged phrase has also proven too 
strong for some of the old timers who have 
for yearg resisted all temptations of the 
track and prige list. Eddie Grath will be 
seen on the track for the first time in three 
years, and we him go his old time rival 
and friend, illie cke, the ‘Flyin 
Dutchman,” of the early '9’s, where 'Sprin 
wag at once the terror and admiration of 
the St. Louis cycling community. 

Wicke and Grath are training every da 
at the track and will be in the best condi- 
tion of their lives for the meet of July 5. 

It is even gaid.that Arthur 5 ORnG, a man 
who was a fiyer in the early days of the or- 
dinary, will try his luck on the track with 
the best men of the safety and pneumatic 
tire. In his day Arthur Young was an in- 
comparable ordinary rider but his day was 
that of the ’80’s, If he starts, and it is ex- 
ected that he will, the competition of the 
est of two cycling generations will be not 
the least uninteresting feature of what 
promises to be the greatest day's sport éver 
seen in St. Louls. 

A match race of three corners between 
Arthur Yourg, Bob Lee and George Tivy, 
on ordinaries, would be an attraction of no 
ama!l value. The earnest endeavors of the 
pushers of the high wheel as compared with 
the winders of the easy sprocket and chain 
would be well received and appreciated by 
the spectators. 

It is expected that a great influx of Il- 
linois amateurs will be one of the features 
of the meeting. The St. Louis Cycle Racing 
Association will have a representative at 
the Springfield (1ll.) State meet to solicit 
the entries of the best men In the pure class 
in that State. 

It is pretty near a cinch that Bar! Pea- 
body, the Chicago champion will be found 
in St. Louis on July 5. - This city always was 
a favorite with the flyer from the lake. If 
he gets away with the St. Louis men at 
Springfield, Peabody will be surely willing 
to come to 8t. Louis and beat them again. 
He is out after 100 firsts thie year, and the 
large card here will give him an extra good 
chance to putin a good day’s work. 

Southern Illinois is full of good amateurs 
who will come over and try to take back the 
St. Louis-gold bricks to the Sucker State. 
Chicago, with its more than racin 
amateurs, will surely be represented. Al 
- all, the flelds should be exceptionally 
arge. 

Another feature of unusual Interest is that 
the public will have a chance to witness 
both the morning heats and the afternoon 
finals. As July 5 is the National holiday 
(the glorious Fourth falling on Sunday) 
the lovers of good racing will be in a po- 
sition to go out and witness all the heats 
run. Of course, the morning heats are just 
as much a part of the race as the finals in 
the afternoon and not infrequently the 
morning affairs produce the best and nee 
exciting finishes. In fact, the meet wil 
be an all day carnival of sport for those 
who want it that way. 

Mr. Laing gays there will be several new 
features ineorporated in the programme. 
One of the most welcome will be that, as 
every contestant in a race steps to his 
mark, his name will be called by an officia] 
megaphone announcer. Spectators at meets 
who have fn vain gearched for the means 
of identification on the man’s hidden num- 
ber and then on their programmes, will ap- 

reciate what it means to have each con« 
estant introduced to them by the an- 
It will save them a whole lot 
of trouble and time and will give them a 
chance to welcome their favorites in regu- 
lar order, 

As for the accommodations, transporta- 
tion facilities, etc., they will be better than 
ever before. Secretary Laing has made 
arrangements with the street car line to run 
cars every minute, and the return trip will 
be made under the same echedule. The 
Page avenue cars of the Lindell system 
also run within five minutes’ walk of the 
grounds, and speotators who find it more 
convenient to take this line can reach the 
grounds with comfort and expedition. 

The grand stand and seating capacity of 
the bleachers will be enlarged and im- 
proved. Accommodationg will be furnished 
for 6,000 persons. The refreshment and 
other privileges will also be well looked 
after, and everything that can possibly con- 
duce to the comfort of the spectators will 
not be overlooked. 

The track will be much better and faster 
time since it was 
first built. The Joint Track Committee or 
the Cycle Board of Trade and of the A. 
C. C. have arranged to have the north turn 
banked at once. This curve hag been a 
drawback to fast work and the races of 
the “Gold Brick’’ meet will go down in the 


history of the Pastime track as the fastest 


ridden tn St. Louis up to July 6, 1897. 

The two great events of the card will be 
the record-breakers’ race and the cose 
race between Felix Gast and Jake Weidner. 
The record-breakers’ race wij] shut out all 
riders save those who have ridden in 
record-breaking time. This will insure the 
best fleld of riders that ever struck the 
track. McCarthy, Maule, Hattersley, Cos- 
tello, Howard, Dougherty, Buckley, Grath, 


, White and Peabody will be the most likely 


starters, but any amateur who has broken 
a record will also be eligible to ride. It will 
be a paced race at a mile, and that a State 
competition record will be broken {Is certain. 
It should be by all odds the greatest 
amateur race ever ridden in the United 


The pursuing race wil] be, by consent of 
the two contestants (Gast and Weldner), 
limited to ten miles, which, considering the 
riders, should be enough for all purposes. 
The idea of the race is to start the men 
from the opposite sides of the track and at 
equal distances. Then the men will use 
every endeavor to catch each other Or. 
dinarily the race should not end until one Or 
the other is passed by his pursuer. but 
under the circumstances. it was thought 
best by the promoters and by the riders to 
limit the contest to ten miles. If at the 
end of that distance neither man 
ceeded in catching the other, the race will 
be to him who has gained ground.

DAMAGE SUIT FOR “ABUSE OF 
CIVIL PROCESS.” 


FORTY THOUSAND DOLLARS. 


John T. Niekles Brings a Suit Which Is | 
the Outgrowth of Compli- 
cated Litigation. 


A peculiar damage sult ts to be filed In the 
Circuit Court within the next few days— 
probably not later than Monday. Attorney 
Charles Fensky is now preparing the peti- 
tion. 

John T. Nickles is the plaintiff? against 
Marshall W. Warren, Walter F. Warren, 
W. H. Brown, 8. 8. Brown and Attorneys 
Clopton & Trembly. The allegation wpon 
which the suit is based ts “‘malicious abuse 
of civil process."” Damage in the sum of 
$40,000 te asked. 

Behind this damage sult is a story of tedi- 
ous litigation, Never before in the history 
of St. Louls courts has a similar damage 
euit been filed. Therefore, the case will at- 
tract more than usual attention from the 
legal profession, 

jere is the story of how the damage sult 
happened to be brought: 

In May, 189%, John T. Nickles secured a 
contract from ’. H. Brown ®& Sons of 
Pittsburg, coal dealers, to deliver coal 
from Mississippi. River barges to the La- 
clede Gas Co. Marshall W. Warren was 
local agent fer the Browns, After Nickles 
had partially fulfilled his contract, he made 
a deenand upon Marshall W. Warren as 
agent, for a $400 balance for service render- 
ed. ‘Warren refused to pay the balance, 
Thereupon, John T. Nickles brought suit 
against Warren and the Browns, he case 
came up for trial in Justice Zenmerman’é 
Court. For some reason the case was dis- 
missed. After all of the parties involved, 
except John T. Nickles, had left the justice 
court, they engaged in a free-for-all etreet 
fight. Marshal Ww. Warren and Walter 
Warren, his brother, and a few outside 
friends were arrayed on one side, with 
Jacob, William and Ed Nickles—brothers 
of John T.—as their opponents. 

Marshall W. Warren emerged from the 
battle in @ somewhat disfigured condition. 
Through Attorneys Clopton and pesmbly, 
Warren broucht suit against the Nickles in 
Justice Kiine’s court, asking for $500 dam- 
ages, alleging assault and battery. Judg- 
ment in the sum of: $50 was secured. The 
money belonging to Nicki hands of 
the Browns was subject to garnishment 
proceedings. John T. Nickles, the respon- 
sible defendant—aithough it was his broth- 
ers engaged in the figh'—took an appeal to 
Circult Court Division No. 2, where the dam- 
age suit is eril pending. 

Then comes Nickels with another suit 
against the Browns for the collection of 
the money claimed to be due for coal de- 
livery, Funds in the hands of the Laclede 
Gas Co. were attached by Nickles. Clop- 
ton & Trembly, the attorneys, added to the 
complication abous this time by filing a bill 
of interpleader, wherein they set forth that 
‘they had in their hands a sum of money 
to be paid to the rightful owner. Different 

rties claimed the money and they wanted 
ie claimants to interplead in order that the 

‘ourt might determine the question as to 
the ownership of the money. The claim- 
ants were made defendants. This feature 
of the case was tried in Judge Valiiant’s 
court last week. A decision was rendered 

o the effect that the money in dispute be- 
Bae to John T. Nickles. A motion for a 
new trial has been filed and it is expected 
that the case will yet go to the Supreme 


urt. 
Attorney Fensky declares that the defend- 
ee in the damage suit are guilty of ‘‘ma- 
s abuse of civil process,’’ in using the 
courts to deprive John chiles of the 
use of the money in question, 
“Tt is the first case of a similar nature 
St. Louls courts,” gaid 
Fensky, “but I believe we have a

STATISTICAL SITUATION STRONG, 
BUT TRADES ARE FEW. 


CHICAGO’S INCREASED PRICES. 


Reasons Why Wheat Is Quoted Higher 
There Than It Is in 
St. Louis. 


The grain sunarkets last week indicated that 
the “advance agent of prosperity’’ was 
either away ahead of the show or the ag- 
gregation had stranded. 

In the fail of the strongest statistical po- 
gition in eix years the highest reserves on 
reoord, a rapidly dwindling visible supply, 
very light receipts, fairly heavy export 
clearances and strong markets at other 
points’ we have had a heavy decline and 
the wheat market has been dead, dull and 
listless, 

The scarcity of contract wheat in Chica- 
go has sent July wheat up at that point 
and the markets at Minneapolis, Toledo, De- 
troit and San Francisco are also strong, but 
in spite of the fact that July is the last 
month in which No, 2 spring wheat will 
be deliverable on contracts in Chicago and 
No. 2 red winter wheat is at a premium, 
July wheat in St. Louis has been as much 
as 4%c lower than in the Windy City. 

Under the present difference in the price 
of No. 2 spring and No. 2 red winter wheat, 


July wheat here, allowing for the difference 
in freight, should be at least 5¢ over Chi-

aPhere is no new wheat coming to Bt. 
Louis, and under the present conditions 
none can be expected.

The looal flour market continues slow, 
although there is some domestic business 
in a small way, but as yet there is little 
export business doing.

The output of flour from the mills of St. 
Louis and vicinity for the week was 33,000 
barrels, as compared with 32,300 barrels for 
the previous week, and 42,300 barrels for the 
corresponding week a year ago.

begin to have an effect on the marke. 
he increased use of wheat flour by the 
better classes in Japan and China is be- 
ginning to attract attention and promise 
to provide a market for a large amount of 
Northwestern wheat, and the fact that In- 
dia and Argentine cannot be relied upon fcr 
any wheat this year will also be felt when 
Europe begins to replenish her stocks. 

The growing danger of a religious war in 
India is now causing some apprehension, 
and the Greco-Turkish trouble may prove 
a smouldering volcano, 

Viewing the situation from every stand- 
point, it looks as if all of the options are 
cheap at present prices, more especially as 
Chicago has dropped from its contract 
rades No. 2 spring wheat, which hereto- 
ore has constituted the bulk of its specu- 
lativé stocks, and will eoagequently become 
a more active bidder against St. Louis for 
No. 2 red winter wheat to supply its spec- 
ulative and epot demand. 


The advices in regard to the new crop are 
on the whole satisfactory, and the yield will 
be much larger than was expected earlier 
in the season, although the European crop 
will undoubtedly be below the average. 

In this country the indications are that 
we will have nearly, if not quite, an average 
crop of winter wheat, and according to the 
acreage and the present conditions, the 
wheat otep should be more than average, 
but the plant is just entering its critical 
stage, and it is impossible to foretell the 
outcome. 

According to the official crop bulletin of 
the Province of Manitoba the total wheat 
acreage of that province this year is 1,290,882 
acres, the largest on record. The acreage 
in 1896 was 999,598 acres; in 1895 it was 1,140,- 
276 acres, and in 1894 it was 1,010,186 acres. 

As there are, according to the census of 
the province,only 27,000 farmers in Manitoba, 
this would mean a fraction over 44 acres as 
the average amount of land devoted to 
wheat by cach farmer. 

The weather is favorable for the crops, 
and conditions are very satisfactory. 

The total area of all grain crops in the 
province is 1,950,000 acres as compared with 
999,598 acres last year. 

Although the statistical conditions during 
the present crop season have shown a re- 
markable resemblance to those existing in 
1891, a wide difference in prices is beginning 
to be apparent, owing to the present stag- 
nation 4 the grain trade. June 26, 1891, cash 
No. 2 red wheat sold at 97%2c on call, while 
yesterday the best bid obtainable was 7 
cents. 

Cash wheat sold at from 89 down to 87% 
cents July 1, 1891, and by July *20 had de- 
clined to 82% cents, whiclf was the lowest 
oint it reached, It rallied and by Aug. 156 
t had sold up to $1.08, and was not lower 
than 91% cents during the balance of the 
year. 


The Executive Committee on Grain In- 
spection of the Merchants’ Exchange, con- 
sisting of Chris Sharp, Daniel Smith, C. H. 
Teichmann and President Langenberg, will 
meet with the Boards of Railroad and 
Warehouse Commissioners of Illinois and 
Missouri at the Southern Hotel Monday 
morning at 11 o'clock, to devise plans for 
securing a uniform standard of grain in- 
spection in Illinois and Missouri. 

The new grain inspection law of Illinois 
goes into effect July 1, when the control of 
the grain inspection at East St. Louis will 
pass from the St. Louis Merchants’ Ex- 
change to the Illinois Railroad and Ware- 
house Commissioners, and it is to obviate 
the danger of complications which might 
arise when the new officials take hold that 
this meeting is to be held.

4 HEALTHY MARKET. 


The Week Closed Strong and Generally 
in a Satisfactory Con- 
dition. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, June %.—The Post says: 
On general principles to-day’s stock market 
might have naturally declined. During the 
greater part of the week the speculative 
position has been so far reversed that 
stronger interests, the bulwark of this 
month’s earlier market have been taking 
profits heavily. Yesterday’s 300,000 share 
inarket, the largest up to date this year, 
plainly reflected such a movement. Mean- 
time the professional contingent, which op- 
posed ‘the rise up to the close of last week 
has been a continuous buyer. If there were 


no other factors in the situation a week of 
such operations would mean a market ripe 
for a decline. Such a view of the market 
is emphasized by another fact, which specu- 
lators and investors equally ought to keep 
in mind, the fact that during three weeks 
past not one distinctly unfavorable piece of 
news has been received. 

It might have happened any day; it may 
happen hereafter. Ordinarily, is well- 
known possibility would inspire caution, 
yet to-day the market forged ahead again 
and closed with a demonstration of strength 
equal to any day this week. It is not the 
outside public-in the old-time sense which 
has provided this demand, but the mass of 
business men and small investors under 
whose purchases bull movements usually 
culminate. Thus far, undoubtedly, the pro- 
pelling force has been the buying for heavy 
outside speculators and for institutions. The 
institutions have bought heavily, many have 
sold their government bonds, purchased 
during these three last years, to me their 
funds into more remunerative railway is- 
sues. But while such corporations have 
been buying bonds and first rate dividend 
paying stocks, they have certainly done 
nothing in the minor speculative issues, and 
yet these isues have been rising with the 
general market value. This created an in- 
terest in- the situation in which London is 
once more a contingent factor. 

Most of the buying under which the 
Granger stocks especially ran up another 
point to-day came from the West. Chicago 
ordinarily is an active factor in the move- 
ment of these etocks. Until recently ad- 
vices from interior centers have made it 
lain that Chicago was the one blue spot 
n all the situation. This week, however, 
predictions of a coming increase in the 
Granger dividends, which were, it is true, 
made contingent only on increasing earn- 
ings, have had decided influence. Presum- 
ably the action of the wheat market, which 
rose another 1%o to-day, making 5c 
gain for the week, has done its part in 
altering sentiment. To-day the St. Paul 
earnings for May were published, and no 
doubt added the final touch. To-day’s mar- 
ket closed with a burst of rising prices in 
these stocks, Rock Island scoring the 
heaviest net advance. Outside the Grang- 
ers the list was irregular, but strong, and 
closed without reaction. Perhaps the most 
noteworthy news of the day was a decrease 
of nearly a million dollars in New York's 
merchandise imports for the week. This 
week’s returns are about the average of the 
months before the “retroactive  tarift’’ 
scare,

Advices from London make it entirely 
clear that in spite of the warning of ‘“‘The 
Statist’ against American securities, a}l- 
ways exeepting Kansas City, Pittsburg and 
Gulf first 5s, people are watching us closely 
and are struggling with a strong tempta- 
tion to buy our securities. The old fever 
which at times made London practically 
master of the situation in our market seems 
to be gradually infecting speculators ana 
even investors, 

Ag we have said several times these are 
days of opportunity for the investor and 
the speculator who does not throw cau- 
tion altogether to the winds. There will be 
no doubt a good many resting places for the 
market on its progress to higher prices, 
but the man who pays for his purchases 
need never trouble himself about anything 
except the main tendency. There is no 
doubt that the general trend of values is 
still upward and that it will take some re.- 
faa developments to change this ten-

The Wonderful Deaf and Dumb Girl to 
Pass Examination for Rad- 
cliffe College.

CAMBRIDGE, Mass., June 2%.—Next 
Tuesday, when RatcHffe College entrance 
examinations begin; Helen Kellar, the deaf 
mute, will offer herself for nine hours’ 
work. All this year she has been an earn- 
est student at Gillman’s Cambridge School, 
where she entered last fall, accompanied by 
her constant companion, Miss Sullivan, with 
the intention of preparing for Ratcliffe. 
Though the school had already had a mute 
as a pupil, that one had enjoyed the tre- 
mendous advantage of sight. 

Helen Kellar came to the Cambridge 
School, She had not been there long before 
the director realized that fitting her for col- 
lege did not present insuperable difficulties. 
After careful thought he saw his way clear 
to everything except the entrance examina- 
tion {In éxperimental physics. Prof. Graham 
Bell assured him that a way would be 
found, and now, indeed, he thinks that by 
substituting the alternate text book phys- 
ics and elementary astronomy for the ex- 
periments, Miss Kellar’s preparation may 
be compassed. For studying astronomy 
she has been provided with a planitarium, 
upon which she can feel the position of the 
heavenly bodies. 

Marvelous are the powers of this young 
girl, who will celebrate her 17th birthday 
to-morrow. With German, French, Latin 
and history she is already familiar, and her 
Pnglish compositions are clearly and forci- 
bly written. Her appreciation of everything 
brought to her attention is wonderfully 
keen and she has the most indomitable en- 
thusiasm for study. 

In the fall she will begin the study of 
Greek, the text books for which are being 
prepared for her use. The examinations of 
next week will be read to her by Mr. Gill- 
man and she will write the answers upon 
the typewriter, in the use of which she I!s an 
expert. These will be the preliminary ex- 
aminations. For the final she will probably 
wait a number of years, since all her edu- 
cation is to be conducted slowly. Her du-

MUSIC TEACHERS TO MEET. 


Steps Will Be Taken to Insure Recog- 
nition of American Performers 
Without Foreign Diplomas. 


Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 

WEW YORK, June 24.—In a few days the 
world-famous Stewart collection of paint- 
ings and water colors will be thrown open 
for public view in this city preliminary to 
a sale in the fall. These canvases have 
been one of the sights of Paris for a long 
time, as they consist of more than 100 mas- 
terpieces by French and Spanish artists. A 
delightful feature, and ome that lends a 
kind of enchantment to them, is the fact 
that they are largely the works of now 
famous artists, done when they were ob- 
scure and in most instances in poverty. 
All .bear eviderice of great genius. 

The collection of these pictures was a 
hobby of the late William H. Stewart of 
Paris, He was at one time a merchant in 
the West Indies, where he accumulated a 
large fortune. He moved to Paris, and 
there became a patron of art. It was his 
practice to seek out struggling artists who 
were really talented, and bring them before 
the public. 

He would commence by himself baying 
the products of a protege’s genius an 
then recommend him to his friends. Being 
himself a connoisseur, his recommendation 
was of great value, and many a painter 
who has become famous owes his career 
to ine patronage of Mr. Stewart, 

The collection consists mainly of paintings 
by artists whom Mr. Stewart thus took 
under his protection. There are nineteen 
canvases by Fortuny, all rated as master- 
pieces, The most famous is “The Choice 
of the Model,” which has been declared by 
competent critics to be one of the most per- 
fect pieces of genrd painting and brilliant 
coloring produced during the latter half of 
this century. 

Withal it is ny @ a small painting, meas- 
pring about two by three feet, but rumor 
has it:that fabulous sums have been offered 
for it and refused by its late owner. 8. P. 
hg f the retired dealer in paintings, is 
said to have offered a large sum for it, but 
he denied this, and said that he knew very 
well Mr. Stewart would not part with it at 
any price. 

Other celebrated paintings in the collec- 
tion by Fortuny are “The ‘Courtyard. in 
Grenada,” “The Amateur,” “‘Academicians 
of St. Luke,” and “The Court of Justice.” 
Besides these are a number of fine water 
colors he painted. 

Another gem in the collection is the fa- 
mous “‘Pearl,”’ a painting by Paul Baudry, 
who decorated the French Opera House. 
His paintings are few and consequently 
very rare in this country. Baudry was also 
a personal friend of Mr. Stewart, and re- 
ceived many favors at his hands. There 
are several other specimens of his work in 
the collection, which are considered quite 
valuable. 

Madrazo, the celebrated Spanish painter, 
and the master of Jules Stewart, Mr. Stew- 
art’s son, who is also a good artist, is Well 
represented. His ‘‘Sortie du Bal,”" enjoys 
a world-wide reputation, and {fs considered 
one of the best productions of the modern 
Spanish school. 

There are many other paintings by Span- 
ish artists, notably nine excellent specimens 
of Rico’s work and several by Zamacois, 
The modern French school of artists has 
contributed some fine examples to the col- 
lection, while the Barbizon school is repre- 
fented by some exquisite productions of 
Rousseau, Diaz, Corot, Daubigny and Du- 
pre. There are also several Meissoniers, 
among them “The®Duel,’’ and a portrait 
of Bonnat, which are expected to fetch good 
prices. 

Of the French school, the best known 
artists represented are Gerome, Vollon and 
Stevens. Several paintings of the English 
and German schools are contained in the 
collection, while of the Italian, nine valua- 
ble Boldinis form a prominent feature. 

What the collection is worth is a matter 
of conjecture. It has been estimated at 
various figures, ranging from $500,000 to 
$2,000,000, but, as Is usual in such cases, the 
value, it is thought, has been greatly ex- 
aggerated. At all events, it is promised the 
sale of this collection will make an era in 
the history of picture sales in this city. 


Artists and lovers of art for art’s sake 
have been much interestéd in the crusade 
against the Bacchante and Pan which 
“broke out” with amazing fury in this city 
recently.

THINKS CHARLEY 
ROSS WAS KILLED. 


SUPT. LINDEN, WHO WORKED ON 
THE CASE, GIVES HIS VIEWS. 


MOSHER ONLY KNEW ALL.’ 


And He Was Killed While Robbing a 
House at Bay Ridge,

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., June %.—To the 
Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

‘“‘My theory of the matter is that Charley 
Ross was stolen by the two men, Mosher 
and Douglass, 

“The New York police, as well as the 
Pinkerton agency, were very hot on the 
trail of the child, and if he had not been 
disposed of at Long Island they would 
surely have found out some of the facts. 
My impression is the child was dropped over- 
board, and the truth would have leaked 
out if the men had lived. The two were 
both killed at Bay Ridge shortly afterwards. 
Mrs. Mosher could have had no motive for 
the concealment if she had known where he 
was, as she had a big reward to gain and 
nothing to lose.’’

The recent death in Philadelphia of Chris- 
tian K. Ross has revived interest in the 


greatest kidnapping case of the century. He 
was the father of poser Ross, whe was 
stolen by two men from his home in Ger- 
mantown, near Philadelphia, on the after- 
noon of July 1, 1874. The men had secured 
the confidence of the child and his older 
brother by giving them candy and finally 
induced them to go for a ride. The older 
boy was sent in to a store about eight 
miles from home to buy some firecrackers. 
When ‘he came out the wagon, the two men 
and his brother had disappeared. From 
that hour all definite trace of Charley Ross 
was lost. Within a few days the father 
of the missing boy received a letter which 
alleged to come from the kidnappers of- 
fering to return the child for §20 
letter was followed by various gt : 
Ross kept in communication with the writer 
through personals inserted in a Philadelphia 
aper. he letters finally became threaten- 
ng, and the declaration was made that the 
A would be killed unless the money was 
paid. 


The entire country became aroused and a 
committee of prominent citizens in Phila- 
delphia assumed charge of the negotiations 
toward securing the return of the child. 
The kidnappers wanted §20,000. Mr. Ross 
agreed to pay this, but no eatisfactory ar- 
rangments regarding the transfer of the 
money and child could be reached. Mr. Ross 
refused to pay the money except after he 
had seen the child, while the writer of the 
letters said he feared trickery and would 
not return the child until the Money was 
paid. These negotiations continued for four 
months and were then broken off for some 
weeks. 

On the night of Dec. 14, 1874, two men at- 
tempted to rob the house of Judge Van 
prunt at Bay Ridge, Long Island, and were 

illed, but one of them lived for twd hours, 
and during that time said that he and the 
other robber had abducted Charley Ross, 
but that the other man was the only per- 
s0n who knew his whereabouts. The dead 
burglar was named Mosher, the one that 
made the confession was named Douglass. 
Mr. Ross spent his fortune in running down 
rumors and in traveling to see boys be- 
lieved to be his missing son. 

R. J. Linden was the superintendent of 
the Philadelphia branch of the Pinkerton 
Detective Agency at the time Charley Ross 
was kidnapped, and for several years there- 
after. In that capacity he was interested 
officially in the search for the stolen boy, 
and he became familiar with the details of 
the affair. He is now Superintendent of the 
Police for the city of Philadelphia, and one 
of the best posted men on criminals in 
America. His theory of Charley Ross’ fate, 
written by him for the Sunday Post-Dis- 
patch, is given above,

Some Details of the Transmississippi 
Exposition to Be Held at 
Omaha. 


Bpecia] to the Post-Dispatch. 
OMAHA, Neb., June 26.—The plans for the 
buildings at the Transmississippi Exposi- 


tion, to be held here next year, are nearing | 


completion. The cost of each building will 
be about $100,000 and the architects éxpect 
to produce a harmonious exposition city 
that will be a credit to the great West and 
the country at large. President McKinley 
has signed the bill appropriating $200,- 
000 for the Government bulldings and ex. 
hibits and all goods from foreign countries 
intended for exposition purposes will be ad- 
mitted free of duty. | ° 

The State Department has prepared a let- 
ter to American representatives acredited 
to foreign countries which will soon be 
transmitted through official channels. This 
letter is much more exhaustive than any 
heretofore issued by the department since 
the Exposition at Paris. President Wattles 
of the exposition has issued formal] invita- 
tions to the rulers of foreign nations to par- 
ticipate in the exposition. This letter will 
be transmitted by the State Department to 
the Ambassadors and Consuls representing 
this country throughout the world. The 
letter of invitation to foreign rulers is gen- 
eral in character, setting forth the vastness 
of-the area covered by the Transmissis- 
sippi section, population, estimated annual 
product and natural resources of the terri- 
tory west of the Mississippi River. The 
capital stock of the Exposition is $1,000,000. 
Nearly $500,000 in capital stock has been 
subscribed, 

The Exposition grounds cover ample area, 
about 200 acres. Sttuated within the city 
limits, the site is accessible by means of 
three trolley lines and two steam railways. 
The run from the city is made in ten min- 
utes. Active work of preparation of the 
grounds is in progress. 

The territory embraced by the States and 
territories west of the Mississippi means a 
population of 16,000,000 and the material 
wealth is almost beyond computation, Ne- 
braska and States touching its borders, 
from which the Exposition will draw the 
largest number of people, have an aggre- 
gate population of 9,000,000.

There are a large number of classes of 
tickete, but they all come under two gén- 
eral heads, local tickets and coupon tick- 
ets.

Local book tickets are issued to small 
etations. There are a number of tickets 
in a book, consecutively numbered with the 
starting point printed in, but with a blank 
destination. Thenever the agent at the 
issuing point sells a ticket he writes in the 
destination with a pen and makes a note 
of it in the stub. 

Commutation tickets are sold between 
cities and suburban points, and are of vari-

There are hundreds of kinds of excursion 
tickets. All of these have different condl- 
tions printed on them, applicable to the oc- 
casion for which they are printed.

Whenever these missing tickets do come in 
the report of the agent for the month in 
which they were sold ig resurrected from 
some dusty bo and the missing ticket 
checked as “‘in.”’ It is Surprises how many 
tickets are belated and how many never 
come in. Frequently persons buy tickets 
that are limited and cannot use them until 
the limit has expired, when they throw 
them away. In other cases a ticket may not 
ow up for a month or two, when it is un- 
imited. 


Coupon tickets require much more careful 
handling than local tickets, and the men 
who keep the hooks on them receive better 
salaries than the local ticket sorters. 

All coupon tickets are turned over to them 
from ‘the train collections and by tfiem 
carefully assorted as to roads of issue. 
Ba@oh ticket or coupon is then care- 
fully recorded in a book so that its his- 
tory can be traced from its start to its des- 
tination. At the end of each month a state- 
ment is rendered to all interested lines by 
the road that issues the tickets, of all sales 
over their lines. In this way a kind of cleéear- 
ing-house arrangement is kept up and the 
debtor road makes remittance to the credil- 
ton road after deducting offsetting accounts. 

Ane then comes the end of the railroad 
ticket’s life. As soon as all reports have 
been checked up and a careful division of 
earnings, that is the apportionment to the 
various divisions of the earnings, has been 
made, the tickets are filed away for future 
reference. It is absolutely necessary at 
the ticketg should be kept on hand for a 
long time—not less than twelve months, for 
sometimes a law suit is dependent on the 
ticket on which some passenger may have 
ridden. After twelve or fourteen months’ 
wait the tickets meet with their fiery fate. 
They are taken out of tthe filing cases care- 
fully, and under the inspection of a re- 
sponsible man are burned. 

The extreme care that is exercised in 
Checking up the reports of agents and con- 
ductors is what makes the system of rall- 
road accounts so complicated. So systemati- 
cally has this work been arranged, how- 
ever, that mistakes are few and the books 
balance at the end of the month to a cent.

NEED MORE CARE 


DOCTORS DISCUSS MORTALITY 
AMONG BABIES. 


NIGHT AIR BAD FOR THEM. 


Physicians Ascribe Much of the High 
Death Rate to the Negligence 
of Parents. 


“If parents would take care of their in- 
fants in hot weather,” said Dr. Sutter of the 
City Hospital, “there would be no such rec- 
ord as there is. I have noticed that out of 
208 deaths in the last week more than half 
were of babes. I hardly know what to 
say about it.’’ 

Dr. Gutter says that he has only to do with 
such patients as come to him. He knows 
nothing of the poor and their environment, 
but he thinks that much of the évil which 
surrounds them could be relieved. 

“Chéidren,” gaid he, “are hard to man- 
age. This record speaks of 6-year-olds only, 
but I think I can say that 10 or 20 per cent of 
the death rate in infantile life should be 


added to the record of 6-year-olds. They 
run from 6 to 10, and the cause of sickness 
in their case ts the free and unrestricted 
license they have on the streets. 

“It has often been said that St. Louis 
children in certain blocks are the worst in 
the world. They grow in thestreets. They 
disobey their parents; they are unmindful 
of anybody’s rights; they swarm over grass 
plots; they insult neighbors who mildly 
chide, and finally, they run away and hide 
tt sod eg police who seek to teach them 


“So far as infants are concerned,” sald 
Dr. Reeder of the $45 Monge sane and hospital, 

we all know what the death rate means 
when the victimg are among the poor. I 
have seen enough in the last week to make 
a strohg man quail. The little ones lie in 
their wan mothers’ laps, sitting and pant- 
ing, and fretting.What are you going to do? 
Ice in the poor districts would be boon. 
Free water would help but that would mean 
unfairness. But ice, fruit and absolute 
cleanliness in the alleys would mean s0 
much,”’ 

Dr. Walter B. Yost, vice-president of the 
Virginia Society, says the record of deaths 
last week is startling, in its comparison of 
ages. 

“The percentage of infants,” gaid Dr. 
Yost, “is dreadful but it fs hardly mors 
than can be expected under present con- 
ditions. There is a variet of causes. 
Parents of children under 6, do not take 
care of themselves, and parents of those 
over that a do not take care of their 
children. n I hear of a youngster dy- 
ing before 10, I feel that his parents have 
neglected him. They let him per on the 
streets from early morn till 10 o’clock at 
night. That’ boy or girl becomes a street 
rat. Children of Jesser age—infants, are 
in the game way exposed to bad influences. 
Methers take their babies out in the night 
air. They eit on the steps and talk to therr 
neighbors and they keep the baby out, be- 
cause it coos 80 prectiy and falls asleep. 

apiisnt air is like a upas tree in its ef- 
fect on infant life. It is the deadliest poison 
for young children.’’ 

Dr, Deatherage, who has had a great 
deal of: experience with children on that 

ortion of Bayard avenue which abuts on 
he Suburban tracks, says he does not be- 
lieve that heat ‘has much to do with mortal. 
ty among babies. He thinks tho worry of 
mothers over older children is likely to send 
younger ones to their graves, 

Dr. Deatherage lives in a neighborhod 
where the children from 4 to 10 roam the 
streets at all hours. He, too, says, that the 
infant death rate in summer can be at- 
tributed to the habit certain people have 
of letting their small children roam the 
etreets, play in the onpece and annoy thelr 
neighbors often until 10 o’clock at night. 
“The night air is what catches them,” 
said Dr. Deatherage. 


Mortality Report. 


The total number of deaths last week was 
208, a decrease of 17 as compared to the 
week before and of 97 as compared to the 
same week last year. Of these 107 or three 
more than half, were children under the 
age of 6, and 83 were under 1 year. There 
were 25 deaths from diarrheal diseases, 17 
from consumption and 27 from enteritis and 
similar complaints. Fifty-three died in 
public institutions and 23 inquests were held. 
There were 211 births reported. 

The report of Chief Sanitary Officer Fran. 
cis for the week shows there were ten cases 
of diphtheria and one death; one case of 
ores) ten cases Of scarlatina and one 
death; six cases of typhold fever and one 
death; six cases of measles and four cases 
of whooping cough and one death.

MIKE FORTIN 
DED INSANE 


PARALYSIS FOLLOWED HIS MEN- 
TAL AILMENT, 


MAN WAO HANGED MAXWELL. 


Well-Known Character Who Volun- 
teered to Cut the Rope That 
Avenged C, Arthur Preller. 


Mike Fortin, ex-Deputy Sheriff, the man 
who hanged Maxwell, died at 6:30 o’clock 
yesterday afternoon at the Alxeian Broth- 
ers’ Hospital. He was surrounded by his 
family and a number of his friends when the 
end came, but for many hours he had been 
unconscious, unable to recognize any one or 
to move his paralyzed limbs. 

Early yesterday morning he was seized 
with a stroke of paralysis, and it was plain 
to the attendant physicians that his end 
was near, When his* wife and family ar- 
rived he was very low, but it was evident 
that there lingered some consciousness, as 
he made feeble and fruitless efforts to smile 
when his wife spoke to him. He was un- 
able to speak or to make himself under- 
stood. Occasionally he would move slightly 
as if to indicate that he «sas trying to 


answer questions. He passed peacefully 
away’ without any indication of suffering. 
The cause of his death is diagnosed as cere 
bral softening. 

Mike Fortin was a well-known character 
about the Four Courts for many years. 
Personally he was a gruff, but good-nat- 
ured man, with a deep bass voice, which 
sounded very formidable to those who did 
not know the kindly nature of the big Dep- 
uty Sheriff. He ran a saloon at Clayton dur- 
ing the last few years of his life. 

He was enticed to the Alexian Brothers’ 
Hospital on June 6 by a ruse, the nature of 
which showed the character of his aberra- 
tion. His brother-in-law, Leon doe Lisle of 
Florissant, told him there was a fine build- 
ing in town for sale cheap. He imagined 
himself a millionaire and had been placing 
fabulous orders in the St. Louig stores, the 
goods to be paid for when delivered. He 
jumped into the trap at onca 

“I'l go to town with you, Leon,” he 
said, “and ne that a. 

From a violent- maniac Fortin quieted 
down. He entered the hospital doors with 
the idea that he was going to buy the 
place, and each day he spent there he was 
cheerful and talked of his business affairs 
in the most matter of fact way. 

Friday his wife appliéa to Probate Judgg 
Wolff of Clayton for a guardian for the un- 
fortunate man and a special jury to inquire 
into his sanity. The jury was to have held 
its investigation next Tuesday. 

Fortin was best known in, St. Louis as 
‘the man who hanged Maxwe!ll.’”’ Indeed, it 
is said that it was because Fortin was so 
well known as the executioner of the no- 
torious murderer that he brooded over his 
fame, and thus brought on the meloncholla 
that at last gave way to violent insanity. He 
used to comment on the fact that he was 
pointed out on the street as Maxwell’s hang- 
man, and he gradually came to believe 
that he was being persecuted by Maxwell's 
friends. , 

As an instance of the strong impression 
the execution and the details of the murder 
which led to it left upon Fortin’s mind, it 
mar be told that the first queer actions 
noticed by Fortin’s friends were about five 
weeks ago. He owned a saloon in Clayton, 
and one -_ the saloon floor was s80 
sprinkled with small slips of paper it at- 
tracted attention. The slips were gathered 
up and written thereon, in Fortin’s hand, 
were the words: “So perish all traitors to 
the great cause.”’ 

This sentence was written on a pi of 
paper and was found pinned on the body of 

reller, Maxwell's victim, in the Southern 
Hotel, on April 6,. 1885. 

Mike Fortin’s services as hangman were 
volunteered, He had been appointed a depu- 
ty jailer by John Belleville, who is now 
Mayor of Florissant, in 1884. In those days 
Fortin was a bluff, big-hearted and good- 
natured fellow who had lust a small'fortune 
in the uncertainties of politics. He was a 
Democrat of the staunchest variety, and he 
prospered until he tried politics. Fortin was 

orn in Florissant, and his father was 
wealthy. When he died he left Mike one of 
the finest farms in St. Ferdinand Township. 
Mike was popular, and his appointment as 
deputy jailer vil eee indorsed. 

When Walter . Lenox Maxwell was 
brought into the jail Fortin at once took a 
deep interest in the case, and seemed 
strangely fascinated with the mild-appear- 
ing English murderer. At first Fortfn de- 
clared his belief in Maxwell's innocence, and 
spent much-time in the prisoner’s cell. 
Maxwell was fond of music and Fortin 
was clever with the violin, and he used to 
play by the hour to the murderer. 

As the evidence in the trial was gradually 
brought out Fortin changed his views, and 
when he was convinced that Maxwell was 
guilty he felt so outraged he begged for 
permission to spring the trap in the event 
of a death sentence, It was no part of For- 
tin’s duties to have em een to do with 
an execution. The hangman in those days 
was Bob Humphreys, who is now dead. But 
Fortin insisted to such an extent he was 
given permission to hang Maxwell if only 
to be rid of his importunities and requests. 
Fortin did not cease playing for the con- 
demned man with is switch of belief as to 
his innocence, The night before the hang- 
ing Fortin sat In Maxwell’s cell and fiddled 
as happily as if he were playing at a dance. 
Those who saw the execution say Fortin 
was eager for the word to be given to drop 
the trap. When the elgnal came Fortin 
sprang forward and with a ye ge stroke 
severed the rope that supported the heavy 
door in the scaffold floor. 

Directly after the hanging Fortin was a 
changed man in a respect. He declined 
a reappointment to office when his term ex- 
pired, and removed to Florissant. Later he 
went to Clayton and opened a saloon. He 
frequently talked of the Maxwell case and 
his argument was bitter with any one who 
set up a plea of innocence for the English- 


man. 

The first real outbreak on Fortin’s part 
was the Thursday before he was brought 
into this city for treatment. He suddenly an- 
nounced that he was immensely wealthy, 
and he came straight into the city. He 
ordered an $800 laundau from the James A. 
Wricht & Sons’ Carriage Co., and saying 
he was Mike Fortin, the richest man in 8t, 
louls County, told the salesman to send 
the carriage out to Clayton C. O. D, 

Fortin went to other stores and bought 
everything from four cases of champagne, 
on the same terms, to a $1,200 dlamond neck- 
lace, 

Fortin leaves, besides his wife, three chi!- 
One of his daughters is the wife of 
John Sands, a well-known contractor of 
this city. Mrs. Fortin was formerly Miss 
Helen Aubuchon of Florissant.

MR. BALL WILL BE REFUSED A 
CERTIFICATE OF ELECTION. 


NEW BUILDINGS DEMANDED. 


Bunches of Petitioning Tax-Payers 
Appear Before the School 
Board Committees. 


D. C. Ball, who was elected to the office of 
School Director, writes from Waco, Tex., 
to President Coste that he will arrive in 
St. Louis Monday morning and proceed to 
qualify as a member of the board. 

On this quostion Mr. Coste said yesterday 
to a Post-Dispatch reporter: “Immediately 
on receipt of this letter I went to Circuit 
Clerk Rogers and asked whether he would 
consent to issue a certificate of election to 
Mr. Ball in the event the statement of his 
campaign expenses is filed Monday.” 

The clerk said he held the law to be 
mandatory upon him, and as he viewed 
the situation he had no action in the mat- 
ter. Mr. Ball’s statement had not been 
written, sworn to and filed with the clerk 


within the prescribed thirty days following 
the election, and henoe a certificate of elec- 
tion would be refused. “But,”’ added Mr. 
Coste, “I will go with Mr. Ball to the clerk 
on Monday ok make the issue more formal, 
in order that all parties may reach a con- 
clusion. I feel sure, however, the clerk will 
not recede from his position.’ 

Then the matter will revert to the School 
Board in the shape of a question whether 
thé board can certify to the Mayor that a 
vacancy exists, when Mr. Ball was never 
a member. 


The Committees on Building and Instruo- 
tion held a long session yoRereny after- 
noon, with the new Building Commissioner, 
Mr. Ittner, in attendance. 

It was a joint open session, held for the 
purpose of hearing arguments and receiving 
petitions for new school buildings and the 
construction of additional rooms.

How to meet the emergencies is a problem, 
as there is only a limited amount of money 
at the digposal of the board for such pur- 
poses. But delegations of indignant tax- 
payers are climbing up to the board room 
every week and expréssing their opinions of 
former boards in language more forcible 
than elegant. 

The Jackson Association {s a case in point. 
This is an organizatiog of citizens and tax- 
payers banded together ten or twelve years 
ago to secure additional facilities and event- 
ually a new building for the Jackson School, 
It has been hammering away at the board 
all these years and got nothing.

it fronts on no street; it is in a dilapidated 
condition and overcrowded.

FURS IN RUSSIA. 


Skins That Are Classed as “‘Coid Furs” 
in That Country. 


It seems a contradiction to speak of a 
“cold fur,’’ but that is what the Russians 
style some of the wraps that we in America 
ignorantly consider warm enough for the 
coldest climate. A writer in Lippincott’s 
says that the first thing an American wom- 
an has to do when she reaches Russia is 
to reconstruct her ideas on the subject of 
furs. Her beloved sealskin goes far down 
on the list. It is one of the ‘“‘cold furs” 
that no Russian lady would care to wear 
as a lining—and it is as linings that all 


furs are worn—because it is too tender. The 
only thing it is good for is a short jacket, 
to be worn between seasons, and then it 
must be used entirely for walking. A wom- 
an who sets out on foot in that garb must 
surely return on foot, for if she took a car- 
riage or sledge she would be running a seri- 
ous risk. 

The pretty squirrel skin is recokned among 
the ‘‘cold,”’ cheap furs, and is given up to 
the unfashionable world, while the mink, 
also a ‘‘cold”’ fur, though expensive enough, 
is used by men only, Just as is the pretty 
mottled skin obtained by piecing sable paws 
together. The proper furs for the climate 
are the ‘“‘downy”’ furs that, beginning at the 
brown goat, go all the way up to that cli- 
max of beauty and luxury, the black fox or 
the silver fox, soft and delicate as feath- 
ers and warm as a July day. 

The kuni is a fur that was used by royalty 
in the olden time and wag the unit of cur- 
rency. It is costly when dark and has a 
tough, —_ skin, which ig an essential in 
all furs that are to be used for large cloaks. 
Sables, rich and dark, are worn like the 
kuni, by any one who can afford them— 
court dames, cavaliers, archbishops and 
merchants, with their wives and daughters.

There was absolutely no clew 
to the identity of the murdered man, but 
he looked like a criminal. The body was 
measured in the morgue and the files 
searched. The result was that a duplicate 
measurement was found, which be ed to 
a notorious Parisian crook. 
clew the murder was traced to a pal of the 
murdered criminal, and a ch of circum- 
stantial evidence woven sufficient to con- 
vict the accused. Another instance was 
that of a burglar who was killed while 
trying to rob a safe. He met his death 
while exploding a charge of dynamite. His 
body was viewed in the morgue by mem- 
bers of the detective department, but none 
of them could identify the man. He was 
measured and found to be a well-known 
bo og who had served time for previous

A similar case happened in Chicago, where 
aman was killed while trying to rob a 
druggist at the point of a gun. Not until 
he was measured and search made of the 
files in the office was his identity revealed. 
The expense is nominal and dwindles into 
insignificance when compared to the incalcu- 
lable advantage derived from it. The neces- 
sary paraphernalia is made in Paris. It its 
not protected in any way by law and conse- 
quently will not prove the bonanza and 
gold mine to its originators that one might 
expect.

OF A PAS? RACE, 


A PREHISTORIO CITY oF THE 
DEAD, WHICH YIELDS MANY 
INTERESTING RELICS.

His- 
torians and geologists pronounce it of un- 
usual interest—perhaps more so than any 
place of the kind in Kentucky—containing

as it does numerous skeletons, crude weap- 
ons and trinkets all that is left of the red 
man in Kentucky. To the relic seeker it 
is indeed a place of curiosities. Beneath 
the rocks and yellow clay lay the decayed 
bones of men who, in their way, experi- 
enced the joys and bitters of life in thia 
world three or four hundred years ago, but 
whose tribe is long since extinct. 


This Indian burying ground Is very differ- 
ent from the graveyards of that meng 
race known as the Mound Builders, and 
must not be confused with such. There are

The burying ground is situated on the top 
of a cliff along the Kentucky River, a few 
miles below Valley View. On one side of 
the cliff is the Kentucky River, while on 
the other is Tapp’s Creek. Thus the cliff 
is entirely surrounded by water. The sides 
are raaeed and broken, with limestone rock 
covered with moss, while from between the 
ledges rises cedar trees and various forms 
of shrubbery. ‘It ts on the level top of this 
cliff that the graveyard is found, and it !s 
impossible to reach it save on foot. The 
plateau is about a half acre large and, 
standing on it one can see for many miles 
in any direction, Below, on one side is seen 
the fog arising from the picturesque Ken- 
tuck 
rapid waters of turbulent Tapp’s Creek. 

he Indians must have had some object 
in bringing their dead to this out-of-the 
way and weird place, and various reasons 
are advanced for it. One reason is that 
the tribe of Indians in this section were 
sun worshippers and for that reason would 
be nearer to the celestial orb—their god— 
than they would in any other place, and 
that no trees would ever cast their shadows 
across the graves. The barren land pro- 
duced scarcely ag | vegetation and was an 
undesirable place for animals, and this also 
might have been a reason for the selection 
of the place; There is no doubt but that 
the skeletons of 300 or 400 Indians are lying 
in this graveyard. The bones are consid- 
erably broken and decayed, but they are 
easily discernible as those of humans. From 
the way the skeletons are lying now It 
seems that only a small excavation was 
dug and that the corpses were laid in 
this and dirt piled upon them, formi a 
kind of mound, A great deal of the dirt 
which was used in covering the bodies has 
washed away and the bones are now only 
two and two and one-half feet down in 
the ground. The entire plateau is covered 
with large thin rocks, which were most cer- 
tainly carried there from the sides of the 
cliff. These rocks have been arranged in 
grotesque shapes and in spite of the fact 
that but few people have ever visited the 
epot they have become considerably dis- 
arranged. ery one who visits the place 
carries away some bones or relics, ag ga!! 
that is necessary to find them is to raise the 
large flat rocks and dig down a few inches 
in the earth.

WILD HORSES ON 


AN EXHILARATING SPORT I5 
HUNTING THEM IN SOUTH 
CAROLINA. 


“Fox hunting and deer hunting are splea- 
did sport, but if you wish to go on a chase 
that will be most exhilarating and at the 
same time test the mettle and bottom of 
your horses and the endurance of the ridet 
to @ greater degree than any other hunt I 
know of, I recommend the running down of 
wild horses, or rather the attempt to do it, 
because the best of riders on the best of 
mounts will not always be successful,” 

The speaker was a man noted for his 
horsemanship. In deer hunting he alwys 
prefers going in the drive which, while giv- 


ing fewer opportunities for euccessful 
shooting, furnishes occasion for expert rid- 
ng, and he has many times outrun a noble 
buck, turned him from his course and back 
to the waiting standers. But as it was 
known that his hunting had been confined 
to this State, he was asked by a Columbia, 
S. C., correspondent of the New York Sun: 
Where did you ever run down wild 
horses?”

From 
their breeding and the manner of their rais- 
ing they are exceptionally marcy and wiry. 
Every spring the owners of the bunches, 
wishing to catch the three-year-olds to 
break and sell, organize a horse hunt, to 
which the neighbors with food horses for 
miles around are invited. hose are occa- 
sions for rival riders and horses to decide 
who are entitled to the blue ribbons. Rep- 
utations can be made and horses can be 
ridden to death. It’s not a mile dash, you 
know, but a stern chase for a matter of 20, 
80, or more miles—not all in the same di- 
rection, but back and forth or in circuits 
of miles, as the leaders of the drove fancy. 
“None of the men hereabouts are prac- 
ticed in lasso throwing, as they do not at- 
tempt it, he horses are simply run until 
they are exhausted. when the hunter or 
chaser gets alongside and tosses a rope 
around the neck of the animal he selects. 
“The best way to capture these horses, 
and the plan most commonly employed, is 
to run tne drove all one afternoon and keep 
them going until dark; then at day dawn, 
mounted on fresh horses, to resume the 
chase.

ODD ALLIANCE 


TWO WOLVES AND A PANTHER GO 
INTO PARTNERSHIP AS 
POT HUNTERS. 


For animals, birds and reptiles to enter 
into alliances, offensive and defensive, with 
these of the same species is common 
enough. From this intelligence displayed, as 
for instance in the annual migration of birds 
after assembling at some evidently desig- 
nated meeting place; the domestic life and 
military maneuvers of ants; the orderly 
marches of the tribal monkeys, and in 
hundreds of other instances, not only prove 
that many animals and insects have an or- 
ganized government, but that each species 
has a language and a means of communica- 
tion. 

There are instances, too, of animals of 
different species entering into an alliance 
for mutual benefit which would seem to 
prove that they have also the faculty of 
learning other languages than their own, 


just as the dog, horse, and other domestic 
and some wild animals learn a limited vo- 
cabulary of the language of man. 

A remarkable instanee of this kind is re- 
ported from Bredville, Me., where it appears 
two wolves and a panther formed an alli- 
ance for the hunt. 

‘Barker Simpkins and Fred Parsley,” the 
Bredville Local says, “were hunting over 
on the Old Pine ride a few days ago, when 
they heard a yelping sound across the 
swamp as if dogs were chasing a deer. As 
the sounds came closer the men made 
haste with still ‘hunters’ caution to two 
runways that cross the bridge, hoping to 
got ¢ shot at the dogs, since it is against 
the law to hunt deer with dogs in this 
State. Simpkins took to the runway on 
the north side of the ridge and had scarcely 
waited ten minutes when he heard the 
steady beat of a running deer’s hoofs in 
the three inches of snow down in the 
swamp. The deer came into sight twenty 
rods away, headed very nearly toward the 
place where the man wae seated, and had 
come within ten rods of the man when a 
lithe form leaped from a big birch tree 
branch, hit the deer and rolled over and 
over with it. The deer never got up again, 
its neck having been broken. 

“Simpkins was so surprised that he for- 
got to shoot for a minute, when the animals 
that were in pursuit of the deer came into 
view. They were wolves, tall and gaunt, 
with gray hair. The wolves ran without 
hesitation to the deer, and while the beast 
which had killed it, which Simpkins made 
out to be a panther, tore at the deer'’s 
throat, the wolves bit through the skin of 
the haunches and ate chunks of the smok- 
ing flesh, unopposed by the panther. 

“Less than a week later another hunter, 
Sam Wells, found the trails of two doglike 
sets of paws on a deer trail. Followin 
these two miles Wells came to a gully an 
there were the remnants of the deer, and 
the leaps a panther had made left an unmis- 
takable trail.

When stock farming is referred to it sug- 
gests the raising of cattle, horses, sheep aad 
pigs, but it is mot confined to the domestic 
animals at all. There are fin-de-siecle live 
stock farms, in which the source of profit is 
the rearing of rabbits, cats, foxes, coyotes, 
polecats, guinea pigs, leeches, snails, spiders 
and other queer things, many of which are 
generally regarded as pests, to be killed 
whenever encountered, instead of being 
carefully fostered. 

The fact that guinea pigs are farmed is 
not generally known. It is known that they 
are bred for scientific purposes In these days 
of anti-toxins and bacteriologists; also that 
a limited number are reared, to be sold as 
family pets. But that is not all. Guinea pigs 
are bred for the market. They are sold for 
eating purposes. They are not served as 
guinea pigs, however, but as rabbits. They 
are fat, juicy and tender; they taste like 
rabbit. Not only do they easily esc de- 
tection in the rabbit stew, Dut, or 
boiled, they still uster, 

There are in England three farms where 

pigs are bred and fattened for the 
table. ey are shipped to France, in 
such quantities that one breeder alone has 
sent over 150,000 of the queer little tailless 
beasts, every one of which were trans- 
formed into rabbits in Paris restaurants. A 
great deal of care has to be taken in raising 
guinea pigs. As pets they are harmless to 
any one handling them, but they will fight 
each other at the slightest provocation. 
Timorous as they are, they are still demons 
to fight among themselves. Then they are 
given to eating anything which they find, 
and having more appetite than discretion, 
gastric congestion carries them off in great 
numbers unless precautions are taken to 
diet them. They are fed on sop made of 
milk and stale bread, together with grass, 
barley, hay and any green vegetable, The 
slightest unusual noise will send a whole 
colony into a panic. They will squeak in 
alarm, scuttle to some hiding place, and 
sometimes remain still as mice for hours 
afterwards. In spite of all, however, they 
are so very prolific that the breeding of 
them yields large profits, 

Snail-farming forms a pecullar branch of 
agricultural industry in France and other 
countries, and the consumption of them in 
France is very ree. ible snaflls vary 
greatly in size: the large white ones are the 
real escargot, but this term is usually em-

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“T have been several times invited to join 
in the hurts and realized what the sport 
was till I had a taste of it. And your 
horses, too, are as anxious to test their 
speed as when hounds, in full cry, bring a 
deer flying by them. o hear the thunder 
of a couple of hundred sets of hoofs and the 
defiant neighing as the drove dashes over 
a carpet as pretty and green as a well-kept 
lawn, and to feel a good horse under you 
trembling with excitement and ambition 
is enough to make one feel like riding. 

“On two occasions we—about twenty of us 
—rode droves down in one day. Knowing 
about the course the horses would take, one 
detachment took a position so as to inter- 
cept them after they had had a hard run. 
In this way the fresh horses were able to 
press them so hard that they got blown 
and were easily overtaken. 

“These horses have probably as much 
bottom as any wild ones in the world—per- 
haps greater endurance than those on the 
Western plains years ago. Few persons 
who have not considered the matter under- 
stand how it is possible to run down a bbe 
unencumbered horse, when the anima 
showing the eater endurance carries a 
weight of perhaps 150 ounds. There are 
two reasons, but the chief is the difference 
between grain and grass food; the second 
is that the rider employs peeement and 
saves his animal, while the wild horse often 
wastes his strength early in the race.

JOSEPH A. GOODFELLOW ENTI 
TLED TO THE HONOR. 


BEEN A CITIZEN 79 YEARS. 


His Vivid Recollections of the Early 
Days When This Town Was 
a Trading Post. 


Joseph A. Goodfellow, now 83 years of 
a@ge, is the oldest living inhabitant of the 
city of St. Louls, having been a citizen here 
for seventy-nine consecutive years. 

He retains vivid recollections of the early 
Gays in Missouri, and talks Interestingly 


of the struggles of St. Louis from a fur- 


trading post to a great metropolis. 

Mr. Goodfellow was born near Belfast, 
Ireland, in 1814. His father’s family were 
Protestants, and because of the religious 
controversies of those times they deter- 
mined to seek a new country. They reached 
@t. Louis in 1818. The town was then a trad- 
ing post and fur depot, occupied largely by 
French and Indians. 

Seventh street, which was then a lane, 
was the western limit of the little city. Be- 

ond the outskirts a large pond and pasture 
ed to the woods. The northern limit ex- 
tended to what is now Biddle street, and the 
southern boundary ran just below where the 
Goulard Market stands 

The houses of that day, Mr. Goodfellow 
gays, were low, substantial structures, many 
of them bullt of stone for better protection 
from the Indians. Every man was his own 
watchman: and lanterns were carried at 


night. 
yi saree. eee lake covered the territory 
ng between Fighth and Twentieth streets, 
ncluding the present railroad track section 


-and extending from Market street nearly 


to Chouteau avenue. This was the famous 
Chouteau Pond, so often referred to in the 
history of those times. It was there the 
boys went swimming in summer and skat- 
ing in winter, and one may imagine how 
ea the locality was from the fact, as 
recalled by Mr. Goodfellow, that wild dogs 
dug holes in the western banks and the 
boys would steal the young pups and do- 
mesticate ,

A NORTH ENDER WHO CAN FOOL 
A FISH BY HIS CLEVER 
IMITATIONS. 


If you see what appears to be a petrified 
fish, don’t be too certain about it, for the 
chances are that it is nothing of the kind. 
It may gleam like the real thing when de- 
pended from a chandelier as an ornament. 
and after all be nothing but a cow’s horn 
that has been artistically carved and paint- 
ed by the hand of Lee Godfrey of 2019 North 
Broadway. 


Godfrey ought to be ashamed to Mok a fish 
in the face after havin perpetrated 60 
many frauds of this kind on the members 
of the finny tribe, but his conscience does 
not seem to bother h'm at all. 

Young Godfrey lives with his parents, and 
is an ambulance driver, being stationed at 
the North Pond Branch of the Dispensary, 
2618 North Broadway. He claims the dis- 
tinction, as yet undisputed, of being the only 
man on earth who ever made fish from 
cows’ horns. He is an adept in the art, 
be ag he has ound satisfactorily remuner- 
ative, 

The process of makin 
somewhat tedious. Godfre ey 4 gets 
horns by the sackful from Swift, in East St. 
Louls, or at some of the local packing 
houses. From this number he selects sev- 
eral, usually a dozen, and then starts in to 
boil them, much as a good housewife would 
boil a soup-bone. This process renders them 
tough instead of brittle, and they can be 
carved like wood instead of chipping off at 
every turn of the knife. It takes them sev- 
eral days to get hard again, and in the 
meantime if Godfrey is diligent, he can 
transform them into a dozen fishes of the 
boneless variety, with perfect scales and a 
patent leather polish, worth, for the purpose 
of ornamentation, $5 a piece. 

Great care must be exercised tn selecting 
the horns to be used, for they must be short 
and curved after the manner of a fish just 
being yanked from the water by a one: 
armed youth on Saturday morning in his 
favorite fishing hole. A bad shape would 
affect the beauty of the finished product 
and probably deduct from its selling price. 

In the matter of polenins. also, great 
care must be exercised. Sand paper, no mat- 
ter how fine, leaves a network of minute 
scratches on the surface of the horn, which 
is incompatable with the common concep- 
tion of the glittering sides of a fish. The 
rough outside of the horn is carefully 
scraped off with a knife soon after the 
boiling proces has been completed, and then 
after the horn has been allowed to dry and 
become perfectly hard affain, Godfrey goes 
to work on it with a ae of pumice- 
stone and keeps up the polishing process 
until the bone-like substance gleams with 
rare radiance. When he desires to put a par-

The big end of the horn is cut into a 
rough resemblance of the mouth of a fish, 
and slits are cut in imitation of the gills. 
Both are properly colored with a red dye 
or red paint and glass eyes are put in, and 
then the inanimate object commences to 
assume the aspect of a piscatorial winner. 

When Godfrey desires to give a particu- 
larly close imitation of the real thing he 
makes a head of plaster of paris, with the 
eyes carefully arranged, and the result is 
well calculated to deceive the unwary. 

But putting on the scales is the most par- 
ticular part of the whole process. There fs 
where dfrey gets in the work that shows 
him to be an artist in his line. To convert 
the smooth surface of a cow’s horn into 
something resembling the gleaming sides of 
& fish, on which the scales are set with 
mathematical precision, is no mean task.

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COUNT TOLSTOTI. 


(Copyright, 1897, by D. Appleton & Co.) 


A new book by Tolstoi ts soon to be pub- 
lished. It kh a study of the relationship be- 
tween the sexes. The work is based upon 
the entries In a diary kept by the author. 
The excellent and striking portrait of Count 
Tolstol given above is reproduced from the 
New York Critic, which obtained it from 
Mr. John A. Logan's book, “In Joyful 


Russia.”” Mr. Logan met the Count re- 
cently and obtained this portrait. 


Edward Bellamy’s new book, “Equality,” 
appears at an opportune time, coming just 
when Eugene Debs and his 300,000 new Social 


Democrats, aided by hosts of sympathizers 
all over the country, propose to try the ex- 
periments in public management and eco- 
nomic equality advocated in ‘Looking 

Backward” and similar books. 

“Equality” is a sequel to ‘“‘Looking Back- 
ward,” and as the latter is sald to have had 
a sale of over 1,000,000 copies, doubtless 
“Equality” will have quite a vogue. Mr, 
Bellamy carries into detail many ideas only 
touched upon in his first book. Especially, 
he gives form to his credit system, by 
which the citizen of his imaginary State 
was to have an equal share in the total 
yearly product. 

The hero of the story, Julian (the Jullan 
of “Looking Backward’’) is supposed to 
awake from his long torpor in September. 
After being initiated by Dr. Leete into the 
peculiarities of the new economic condition 
in which he finds himself, Dr. Leete takes 
Julian to the government bank, where he 
draws a credit for $1,075.41, being his share 
of the $4,000 annual credit due to each adult 
citizen. Arriving in Beptember, he draws 
only a proportional part of his year’s credit. 
The superintendent of the bank tells him: 

Every one starts the year with the same credit, 
and this credit is not transferable. As to requiring 
deposits before accounts are opened, we are nec- 
essarily quite as strict as your bankers were, only 
in our case the people, collectively, make the de- 
posits for all at once. This collective deposit is 
made up of such provisions of different commo’ll- 
ties and such inetallments for the various public 
services as are expected to be necessary. Prices or 
cost estimates are put on these commodities and 
services, and the aggregate sum of the prices being 
divided by the population gives the amonnt the 
citizen's personal credit, which is simply his 
aliquot share of the commodities and ‘services 
available for the year. 

It would be interesting to know how Mr. 
Bellamy arrived at his estimate of $4,000 as 
the annual share for one person under pub- 
lic ‘management of industries. Was it a 
mere guess, or did ‘he base it on the produc- 
tiveness of man and nature assisted by mod- 
ern machinery, unhindered by strikes or in- 
dustrial depression? Four thousand dollars’ 
worth per annum of the necessaries and 
comforts of life would be a fortune to the 
millions, but it would hardly satisfy many 
thousands of persons who now earn far 
more per annum than this. 

And this question as to whether the new 
order of things promises mankind a good 
living or merely parsimonious board and 
lodging will naturally, play an important 
part in forming public opinion for or against 
a change from competition to universal co- 
operation, 

So we have the right to ask Mr. Bellamy 
Why $%,000 per annum as the individua 
ghare? Why not $10,000, or even more? The 

vuestion could be settled by figuring out 
the productiveness of modern machinery, 
for manufactured goods, the productiveness 
of the total arable land in the country for 
grain, fruits and vopetante, the productive- 
ness of the coal mines for fuel, and so on 
in other line ones the total into terms 
of money, and dividing by the adult popula- 
tion. Eliminating strikes and shut-downs, 
the individual ehare would be nearer $10,- 
000 than $4,000 per annum. (New York: 
Appleton & Co.) c

WEEKLY RESUME OF USEFUL 
THINGS WHICH HAVE 
BEEN PATENTED. 


To prevent the spilling of ink on office 
or school desks a new device consists of 
a bracket which screws onto the desk on 
the under side of a shelf to hold a glass 
ink-well. 

Safety razors are now being made in 
which the handle of an ordinary razor 
serves for the safety, the back of the 
handle being cut away and one side made 
thin so the blade projects through far 
enough for use. 

Roller bearings for use in railroad car 
wheels are coming into use, a small doubie- 
flanged wheel being rigidly attached to the 


between the two wheels belng fitted with 
rollers. 

Photograph envelopes just out have a 
strong cardboard back, with four loose 
fiaps, which are drawn together after the 
oo is in place and can be sealed or 
astened by a rubber loop over a button. 
A newly designed cigarette box has a sep- 
@rate compartment for matches, an extra 
section of pasteboard being cut out with 
the rest of the box gummed so as to form 
@ partition after the box is put together. 
A new ash-sifter which will prevent all 
dust while in use has an oscillating sieve in 
the top of a box fitted with a tight cover, 
only a small handle projecting through by 
which to shake the sieve. 

A power meat chopper recently patented 
has a revolving tank with a series of knives 
fastened on eccentrics on the shaft above 
to rise and fall as the tank is turned, tltus 
reaching every portion of the tank. 
Rocking bath tubs are being made which 
have a curved bottom with flanges at the 
sides and ends of the top to prevent the 
water splashing, the tub being changed into 
a stationary bath by means of two arms at 
the sides. 

In a recently-designed pipe wrench a jaw 
is hinged to the end of a long bar with a 
chain attached to the loose end of the jaw, 
to be drawn tight and attached to the bar 
after the jaw grips the pipe, the turning of 
the bar serving to increase the grip of the 
wrench, 

A German has invented a process to age 
alcoholic neers. which consits in impreg- 
nating the liquid with oxygen and then sub- 
jecting it to a low temperature and running 
an alternating electric current through it, 

To lift a pan or kettle from the stove 
without danger of burning the hands a 
new device is made of wire with a clamp 
to engage the flange on the pan, the 
handle extending out at one side to be out 
of reach of escaping steam. 

To make it — to light a bicycle lamp 
when the wind is blowing a friction surface 
is attached inside the lamp either to the 
wick tube or the side of the lamp, so that 
the match can light the wick without expos- 
ing it to the wind. 

A new bottle stopper which will hold per- 
fectly tight and yet can be easily loosened 
when desired has a collar surrounding a 
rubber cork hinged at one side to a metal 
clamp on the neck of the bottle, the op- 

osite side having a link to engage a hooked 
ever, which is drawn downward to seal the 
bottle. 

To make Roentgen ray pictures for use 
in a stereoscope the light is attached to a 
sliding framework above the article to be 
photographed, which rests on a sensitized 
plate, the Hight being turned on at the 
center first and then a little at each side to 
remove all shadows from the plate. 

For use on sewing machines in large fac- 
tories when it is neoessary to wax the 
thread rapidly a new device consists of a 
tank to hold the wax, with an outlet pipe, 
opening into a tube, through which the 
thread runs, the wax being thin enough to 
run into the thread tube and keep it full. 

Coal scuttles which can also be used as 
ash sifters are being placed on the market, 
the side of the scuttle being cut out to re- 
ceive a neatly fitting drawer to catch the 
ashes as they fall from a screen, which fits 
in near the top of the scuttle. 

Bedsteads are now fitted with wire slat- 
holders, which prevent the slats from slip- 
ping and decrease the cost of manufacture 
the holder consisting of a single gor oO 
wire bent into a loop with a small projec. 
tion on each side to hold it out far enough 
to receive the end of the slat. 

To increase the power of railroad loco- 
motives the tender is placed on a set of 
driving wheels similar to those on which the 
engine rests, the steam being taken from the 
boiler by a separate pipe and controlled by 
an independent throttle, and the exhaust 
discharging into the water tank. 

Riding a bicycle over rough roads is made
